me, "GMA supershow"'s first real competition from ABS before "ASAP" came along...although 
siyempre, ang major na kinaibahan ng APO was, they were more on the live music (which, for me, 
also became their edge over "eat bulaga" when the show became "'sang linggo napo sila" in '95)... 


TRIVIA: the late Helen Vela ("Lovingly Yours, Helen", GMA), Coney Reyes ("Coney Reyes on Camera", 
RPN and ABS-CBN), Vilma Santos ("Vilma", GMA) and Tina Revilla-Valencia ("Lunch Date", GMA, and 


Philippine Lotto Draws, PTV/NBN) are the best of friends. ©

intelligent, yet still very motherly (or big sister-ly, however you wanna look at it) at napaka- 
malumanay ng tinig ng isang helen vela, napaisip ako kung ano kaya ang nangyari sa kanya sa mundo 
ng telebisyon if she still were alive...GMA, perhaps, would have never let a talent like her go (well, she 
did leave in 1984, noong lumipat siya sa broadcast city, sa BBC-2 ni marcos...but went back to GMA 
two years later, after BBC was closed down), and she would most likely still be doing "lovingly 
yours...", if not doing that side-by-side with anchoring the evening news on weekdays (and definitely, 
she won't fit 'yung medyo pasigaw na style ngayon ng pagbabalita, lalo na 'yung almost monotone 
delivery ni mike enriquez)... 


ka-campus sirloin: Helen Vela had done virtually everything in the world of Philippine entertainment. 
she acted both on movies and on TV. she was a radio program host (Lovingly Yours, Helen actually 
started as a radio program). she was a news anchor (Helen Vela holds the distinction of being the first 


Filipina news anchor to do a newscast in Filipino).

ABS-CBN had already moved to the broadcast center in QC)...all shows airing on channels 3 and 9 
back then moved to channels 2 (which they still use) and 4, respectively...

version), jean garcia and this young lady back then by the name of cherrie pie picache...even some of 
the old "student canteen" clips that GMA would show as retrospective (say, for the network's 
anniversaries, or, in one episode of the "wanted..." election series in 2004, to profile eddie ilarde as an 
artista-turned-political figure) wouldn't suffice... 


but with everything that i've read about the show from various magazines, it just showed na 
institusyon talaga ang "student canteen"...besides, just like TAPE now, program philippines, the show's 
production company, was a major blocktimer pala for GMA, kasi they had a big timeblock to 
themselves (sa tanghali, starting with "suerte sa siete" at 11:30am, then SC, then dramas like "yagit" 
and "chat silayan drama studio" afterwards, tapos on saturdays, "discorama" in the early-evening slot)

the marcoses...tapos sa iba naman, sabi dahil daw sa ratings...

I think the folding up of Program Philippines was due to low ratings that time. Eddie Ilarde was not Pro 
Marcos and was part of the opposition together with Sen. Salonga under Liberal Party. Student 
Canteen was so popular just because there was no competition with other network. 


In regards sa away ng APO and TVJ, it was started when APO made a song about boses hangin (as 
you all knew then that Bee Gees was so popular at that time) because VST & Co and Boyfriends are 
riding on the Bee Gees popularity and singing ala Bee Gees while APO up to this moment has not 

changed their style. I think napikon sila doon as Tito Sotto and Vic Sotto was part of the VST & Co. 


and record producer at the same time. All of them was part of Ok Lang on 13 and goes on separate 
ways after that incident as APO no longer showed up widening their gap.

Funny if you think about it since there were only five tv channels back then (cable tv was totally 
unheard of and the Far East Network or FEN was only for the privileged few who got satellite feeds 
from the tv coverage for Clark and Subic tenants) but it was still an interesting read. 


I forgot to add Kaluskos Musmos which came out I believe every Saturdays on RPN 9. Starring a very 
young Maricel Soriano along with other child / teen celebrities like Herbert and Hero Bautista, Roderick 
Suacillo (my batchmate in elementary and high school), Maila Gumila, Dranreb Belleza, Sharon 
Manabat, etc. Likewise, there was the Mickey Mouse Club featured on Sundays that had Dana Plato 
and the young but foxy Lisa Whelchel.

Good Morning MANILA- THE first morning show in the Phils. 


Pepman, 


If I'm not mistaken, Good Morning Manila was indeed the first morning show in the Philippines that 
wasn't solely news-oriented. Merce Henares hosted the show, and it featured several segments 
including daily update of prices of basic commodities, visits to tourist attractions in the Philippines, 
coverage of public affairs, etc. I'm not sure if it was in GTV-4 or BBC-2 though, I believe it was the 
latter but DT may be correct. This was circa early 80's, several years before Magandang Umaga that 
featured Noli De Castro and Korina Sanchez. 


Regarding Katok Mga Misis, that's correct, it did come out sometime in the mid-90's featuring the late 
entertainment writer Giovanni Calvo. This was one of GMA's pre-programming for SST and Lunch 
Date. 


Other late 70's and early 80's morning programs included Great Moments In Sports (featuring 
different sports of yesteryears - most memorable of which was the ABC tournament held here in 
Manila) and ABC Wide World of Sports (syndicated) hosted by Howard Cosell. Ike Lozada also used to 
do a program for GMA 7 (I forgot the title, it came after Lozada's RPN afternoon program Big Ike's 
Happening) and directed by German Moreno. On RPN 9, Pepe Pimentel, while doing Kuwarta O Kahon, 
was also hosting Clubhouse 9, a game cum variety show back then. 


RPN 9 after People Power also was the first to go beyond midnight by having their Rated Wide Awake 
Movies. It featured several American movies (from Bronson to Eastwood to B-movies) and came in at 
12MN til 2AM. IBC 13 in the early 80's, also featured WWF (World Wrestling Federation) at around 
11PM when the stars were still Andre The Giant, Pedro Morales, Tony Atlas, Ivan Putsky, Gorilla 
Monsoon, Bruno Samartino, among others. 


Kiddie programs of the past included Sesame Street, The Electric Company (featuring Morgan 
Freeman as the Easy Reader), Sealab 2020, Wait Till Your Father Gets Home, Aquaman, Mightor (back 
to back with Moby ****), Justice League of America, Captain America, among others. Later on, the 
Japanese robot shows came in at 6PM sometime 1978 only to be disallowed by then President Marcos 
for the "violence" that it portrayed to kids. GMA's schedule of robot shows back then were:

"rated wide-awake movies" began when RPN called itself "new vision 9" in '89...this became the 
starting point of their becoming a 24/7 TV station later that year--they called the graveyard shift 
program block "overnight service", which also included imported docus, replays of "newswatch", and 
later, a midnight replay of their former noontime show "chibugan na!" (rico j., hajji, arnel ignacio), 
among other stuff.

Monserrat was particularly popular not only because he sported the mestizo look but 
moreso, he actually participated in the US program "Dance Fever" hosted by noted terpsichordean 
Deney Terio. Monserrat and his partner (forgot her name) were so good they landed runner-up in the 
grand finals of the dance competition, after topping the weekly, monthly and quarterly eliminations. 
They performed Dan Hartmann's "Instant Replay" as their dance track in the finals...the song that 
started with a reverse countdown... 


Fuentes was a popular musician back with the Minstrels and even with the Ambivalent Crowd and the 
Circus Band.

PPK was shown 
every Wednesdays on ALL channels from 7 to 8PM (primetime pa!) as this was the propaganda 


machine that Marcos unleashed to make people convinced of the good effects of Martial Law. It was a 
talk show that was hosted by several newscasters from different stations like Harry Gasser, Frankie 
Abao, Jr., Lee Andres, Dada Lorenzana, Rita Gaddi Baltazar, among others and featured pro- 
government personalities like Cabinet ministers and Batasan Pambansa assemblymen. As a kid back 
then, and without cable tv that time, there was no other alternative but either to watch PPK or simply 
shut off the boob tube.

Yes, I remember Batibot although I believe I was in college already back then. The first female star of 
that show was actually Dessa Quesada (I believe the sister of Ces), a pretty woman who was one or 
two batches ahead of me in UP Diliman. I get to see her often and found her very pretty and 
attractive. Sienna Olaso came into the scene after Dessa if I'm not mistaken. What I recall about 
Sienna though were here huge bumpers that were quite difficult to conceal...:-) 


Uncle Bob's Lucky 7 Club was shown every Saturdays at around 9 or 10AM. I don't really follow the 
show that much although I remember Bob Stewart giving out plenty of educational toys to the kids 
game after game. I personally wanted to join the club back then simply because of the doleouts but 
good thing I was able to get the better ones (educational toys) from gifts. Mastermind, Games of the 
Generals, etc. were just some of the board games being given out by Uncle Bob himself. 


Champoy came out every Thursday at 8:30 on RPN. Note that because the news was from 7-7:30, 
most of the programs were at the thirtieth minute of the hour. It was common for tv networks back 
then to have two one hour shows and one thirty minute show in between the 7PM and 10PM news. 
Other tv networks on the other hand had shows that ran up to an hour and thirty minutes - these 
were the drama programs of Maricel Soriano, Nora Aunor, etc. Back to Champoy, Subas and Noel were 
in their familiar tuxedos at the start of the show to sing the opening theme and crack some jokes 
along the way. The funniest would obviously be Gary Lising - that guy, despite the corniest and 
repetition of jokes - never fails to make me laugh when he delivers these. Practically the entire 
Champoy cast went against the dictatorship and were part of Edsa 1 and yet, there was no political 
color involved in the program, probably because it was aired on the Benedicto-run RPN 9...

Most channels except channel 2 shows foreign canned shows in their 
programming. The only competiton with local content then was Channel 11 of MBC (Elizalde with 
Evening Post newspaper), channel 5 (Roces, Manila Times). Channel 13 then owned by the Sorianos 
(Philippines Herald), Chanel 9 (ABS with The Manila Chronicle) and Channel 7 (RBS of Bob Stewart) 
showed American TV series and canned shows. That's why those 3 networks with their own 
newspapers were called then as Tri-Media, meaning Radio, TV and print. Only RBS Channel 7 had no 
newspaper. Channel 9 was not sold but forcibly taken by the Marcoses through Benedicto, fresh from 
his stint as Ambassador to Japan to become KBS (all new equipment coming from Japan was 
rumoured to be coming from the World War II reparation funds). ABS was given the Channel 4 
frequency in replacement. Channel 9 as KBS was the fourth Tri Media Network with its Daily Express 
then in tabloid format before it became broadsheet.

Here's what I know - although since I'm only taking everything from memory, don't take every word 
that I write here as factual. I'm almost sure there will be lapses along the way so I hope you'll bear 
with me... 


During the Martial Law years, there were 5 networks - BBC 2 and NMPC's GTV / MBS 4 were based at 
Bohol Avenue cor Mother Ignacia, GMA 7 was based at Timog corner Jamboree Streets, and IBC 13 
and RPN 9 were located at Broadcast City at Capitol Hills, QC. NMPC stood for National Media 
Production Center under then Information Minister Greg Cendafia. 


Delta Theater was named as such because it was located in the building where Delta Manufacturing 
Corporation was based - the local distributors of the Toyota fleet in the Philippines owned by the 
Silverios. I'm not sure if the Lopezes got this although there were times during the post EDSA 1 years 
when some tv specials were conducted at the Delta Theater. It used to be one of the finest 
moviehouses in QC, along with Circle Theater (just across Delta), Broadway Centrum West and East, 
Paramount Theater (West Avenue cor EDSA prior to the construction of SM City North Edsa) among 
others. 


Broadway Centrum was secured by GMA in the late 80's if I'm not mistaken because their live studios 
in Timog were quite small to accommodate the audience. Most of the live programs of GMA were 
staged at the Centrum (Vilma, GMA Supershow, etc) until the GMA Network Center Building was 
finished. Only Eat Bulaga has remained at the Broadway Centrum because its producers, TAPE, Inc., 
are merely blocktimers for the network. 


In the middle of EDSA 1, rebel forces took over the Bohol networks, practically shutting down the two 
networks and allowing anti-Marcos followers to take over these networks. Initially, it was MBS 4 that 
they took over, this was on February 25, 1986. After the People Power Revolution, Cory Aquino 
returned the Bohol Avenue complex to the Lopezes but initially shared the property with PTV-4 (the 
new name of MBS). After a few years, the PIA office along Visayas Avenue became the new home of 
the Philippine Broadcasting Service (PBS) and NBN 4. The one they left behind at Bohol Avenue was 
turned over to the Lopezes.

Sorry to say that the original CBN studios is in Aduana, Intramuros Manila, while ABS was in Roxas 
Blvd and was merged later into onein Roxas Blvd. Maybe what you're saying was where the old 
Quirino owned ABS was. What was originally in San Juan was Channel 13 with their own transmitter 
before they transfered somewhere in Q.C. The original Channel 13 small studio in Little Baguio, San 
Juan became the Sining Makulay Cable (which I think one of the first cable company in the Philippines 
owned by the Benedicto's). This is the reason why before Martial Law ABS-CBN 2 & 4 has a good and 
clear signal in Metro Manila and even maybe the so called Mega Manila of today because there were 
very few transmitters in Q.C. at that time. ABS-CBN has it's own in Bohol Ave., and the adjacent 
Channel 7. When Channel 13 transferred their transmitter in Q.C. (Frisco) and KBS (RPN ) build their 
own in Panay Ave. The signal of ABS became weak even if they increase their power output which if it 
happens in the US will be a violation of FCC rulings on the placement of transmitters. Channel 2 is 
being sandwiched by GMA and RPN transmitters.

Sayang nga 
lang most of the tape archives of ABS-CBN before martial law was not preserved by the people who 
had taken over the premises. These should have been preserved as part of TV Broadcasting History. 
Either those tapes were erased and reused para makatipid. Sayang din at di pa uso noon ang Betamax 
and VHS to record parts of those programs. 


ABS-CBN was the TV of the masses before Martial Law. All local programs from soap operas to variety 
shows they have it. It continues for a long time except for the coming of KBS which actually did not 
compete totally with ABS. Who will forget Oras ng Ligaya, Kuwarta o Kahon, Tawag ng Tanghalan, Stop 
Look and Listen where Victor Wood started to learn how to sing, Hamon sa Kampeon, Buhay Artista, 
Student Canteen, Suoer Laff-in directed then by Rollie Grande and Ading Fernando as writer, and 

many more, meaning most of the program you are viewing at present was an offshoot of the shows 
that was started by ABS. MBC Channel 11 has their own local show to cater but not as popular as 
those started by ABS.

1978 - 1981 - shown at MBS / GTV 4; coverage handled by Media Specialists, Inc. of Romy Jalosjos; 
added Zal Marte and Ronnie Nathanielsz in the broadcast pool 


1982 - 1999 - handled by Vintage, Inc; shown on various channels but they started with City 2, then 
moved to MBS/PTV 4 and later with IBC 13; original broadcast team included Pinggoy Pengson, Joe 


Cantada, Joaqui Trillo, Andy Jao, Steve Kattan with Jun Bernardino as Man On The Ball 


2000 - 2002 - joint venture between Vintage and Viva TV; Vintage talents though were retained which 
included Noli Eala, Ed Picson, Quinito Henson, among others 


2003 - parallel broadcast between IBC 13 and PTV 4 

2004 - present - ABC 5 

For the MICAA, I remember ABS covering the games in the early 70's. When the PBA opened in 1975, 
the MICAA found itself wanting a broadcaster but eventually was covered by GTV 4 all the way to 1981 


when the league closed shop. The PABL (forerunner of the PBL) eventually opened in 1983 with MBS 4 
handling the coverage.

But just the same the break away of ten teams to form the PBA from MICAA had made its existence 

went kaput. PBA still is an offshoot of the MICAA. Even if it was in existence during the infancy of the 
PBA the popularity dwindles as most of the popular teams and player were on the new league. They 

co-exist for a while as MICAA (amateur) became the farm team of PBA (professional). The MICAA of 

yesteryears maybe the PBL of today. 


MICAA as we all know was under the control of BAP and most of its players were employee or workers 
of its own individual company/team. They just play for fun and allowances. But changes in the 
composition of players in the team being paid as players made it as a semi professional league and 
was questioned by BAP thus the birth of the PBA. 


Edietor is correct when he cited the MICAA being the farm team of the PBA back then. In fact, PBA 
teams carried sister teams in the MICAA - U/Tex had Solid Mills, Toyota had MAN Diesel / Frigidaire, 
Tanduay had Yco Paints, Royal Tru Orange had the San Miguel Braves, among others. Crispa, later on 
had Walk Tall and Crispa 400's in the last few years of the MICAA and the early years of the PABL. 


The PBA was formed because it wanted to break away from the clutches of the BAP. Nine company 
owners initially formed the PBA - Silverio for Toyota, Senen for 7/Up, Floro for Crispa, Gokongwei for 
Presto, Elizalde for Tanduay, Concepcion for Carrier, Coseteng for Honda / Noritake, Euyang for U/Tex, 
and Soriano for San Miguel. All these teams were part of the MICAA until that fateful 1975 opening of 
the PBA. Only Manilabank didn't join the PBA since the bank was owned by the Puyat family, and Lito 
Puyat was the BAP head, the source of the PBA owners' disenchantment. 


Ultimately, a play-for-pay league had to be established as well to do away with the hypocrisy of 
carrying an amateur tag when players were paid to play. The MICAA didn't die immediately though - 
as new rivalries were formed and tieups with collegiate schools became the norm. Solid Mills, under 
then FEU coach Turo Valenzona, was able to collar the top players of FEU while other teams like MAN 
Diesel, Yco and Imperial Textile Mills (ITM) shared the other stars from Mapua, UE, Ateneo, UST, 
Letran, etc. The last team to win the MICAA title was the Herminio Disini-owned APCOR Financiers, 
under the HERDIS Group of Companies. They were able to "pirate" the players from FEU after securing 
Valenzona's services as coach and a new dynasty was formed. Apcor and Yco were the top rivals in 
1980 and 1981. When Disini fled the country on account of the Dewey Dee caper, APCOR disbanded 
and the MICAA folded up as well. The PABL then was formed in 1983 as a brainchild of basketball 
godfather Eduardo Cojuangco, Jr. in an effort to build amateur basketball in the country and prevent 
the amateur players from immediately joining the pro ranks. 


Regarding the UAAP, the coverage wasn't as extensive as it is now. It only became so when DLSU 
formally joined the league in 1986. The NCAA was the glamour collegiate league all the way up to the 
mid 1970's when Ateneo was still around. They possessed the glamour players as well - from mestizos 
Steve Watson, Louie Rabat, and Padim Israel to Joy Carpio, Fritz Gaston and Bambi Kabigting. San 
Beda had their equal share of popular players like Joaquin Loyzaga, Raymund Barreiro, Jose Yango, 
Frankie Lim, the Guzman brothers, etc. Ateneo pulled out of the NCAA in 1975 after a tumultuous 
finals stint with San Beda. DLSU became a powerhouse team when Cojuangco took over the school 
basketball program but left the league after a riot-marred finals stint in 1981 against the Letran 
Knights of Itoy Esguerra, Dennis Carbonilla, etc. 


Back then, the NCAA had better coverage with IBC 13 handling the broadcast chores. When the UAAP 
had Ateneo and DLSU in its wings, PTV 4 took over the coverage rights until Silverstar 
Communications decided to take over and run it at Channel 9. Today, the NCAA and UAAP are now 
handled by the Lopez Group at Studio 23.

Prior to the start of the 1978 season, Ateneo pulled out 
of the NCAA. Thanks for the correct. 


Regarding the NCAA's previous coveror, unfortunately, after DLSU pulled out of the league, there was 
no regular tv fare for them. Once in a while, Channel 4 covered their games but it wasn't on a regular 
basis. During the time when SSC was dominating the NCAA (1988-1989) and their 5-peat feat from 
1993 onwards, we weren't able to witness the Stags that much. Except for an occasional Channel 4 
coverage, the NCAA was practically relegated to the sideline by the more popular UAAP. 


That should probably explain why the Stags of the 90's (Adducul, Encarnacion, Ocampo, Tanigue, 
Calpito) or the 80's (Solomon, Alvarez, Bade, Teves, Quilban, Rivera, Hatton) were not as popular as 
their counterparts in the UAAP.

Then they can give a letter 
until the word or phrase is deciphered. Each vowel was worth P50 back then... 


Spin-A-Win was shown every Sunday noon over at RPN 9 and done in an hour and a half... 


What happened to the studio of MBC Channel 11 then in Project 4 Quezon City, is it still operational or 
wala na?

It was a semi closed building with a tower on the side. I don't know why even DZRH website history 
did not even mention their Channel 11. MBC Channel 11 was history yes but they were one of the 
proponents of local shows at that time that most Pinoys are used to see canned English 
show/Programs. Pinoys were divided then as bakya(masa or jologs now) and the in-crowds (affluent). 


Before, if you were watching those local shows you will be branded as bakya. That's why only 2 
channels are being categorized as bakya then CBN Channel 3 (now ABS-CBN Channel 2) and MBC 
Channel 11.

According to Sylvia La Torre 
together with Oscar Obligacion and Chris de Vera, hosted the unbeatable noontime program "The Big 
Show" on MBC's Channel 11 that prompted Geny Lopez to get Sylvia's and Oscar's services, and raised 
their talent fee to a whooping twenty times and do the hosting of then noontime show Oras ng Ligaya 
in 1962.* Same thing that happened with TVJ when they were pirated by TAPE from Student Canteen 
to host Eat Bulaga. 

(Edietor's note: I knew of Oras ng Ligaya then with Tony Santos Sr. in the early evening slot kung 
saan ang contestant ay patatawanin and then paiiyakin. Dito rin nag-umpisa ang pagsasabit ng flower 
garland sa mga celebs then na halos di na makita ang mukha sa dami ng bulaklak na isinabit ng mga

Dan is correct, Flordeluna came in before Anna Liza. Anna Liza was triggered by the success and 
mainstream acceptance of the Janice De Belen tv flick. I didn't get to see the Anna Liza show that 
much since our tv was tuned into Flordeluna more...with Janice De Belen as Flor, Herbert Bautista as 
Reneboy, the late Dindo Fernando as Colonel Leo Alicante, and Laurice Guillen as Tita Jo (the 
stepmother of Janice and Herbert). Guillen had a daughter named Wilma, who was Janice's source of 
headache and pain... 


Flordeluna became a major tv hit that spawned Anna Liza. The latter had Julie Vega in the starring 
role, and made popular stars like Rey Abellana (as PJ, which explains why he, until today, is called as 
such), and Leni Santos as his love interest. Anna Liza eventually ruled the ratings game as it toppled 
Flordeluna from its perch. BBC 2 later came out with their own tv drama at the early evening slot 
called Blu, starring JP De Guzman. 


Thanks for the reminder on Kapwa Ko Mahal Ko, j5bata. This show came in at around 9 or 9:30AM 
over GMA 7, prior to the Ike Lozada movie talk program. 


Sundays on RPN 9 was all-Chinese. It started after the coverage of the morning mass, coming in at 
around 9AM all the way til 11:30 or 12NN. Spin-A-Win came in after. 


In the 80's, when the MTV craze boomed, several MTV programs came about. These include Video Hit 
Parade (weekends on BBC 2), Music Watch (GMA 7, primetime at 7:30PM on Tuesdays), V (hosted by 
Long Tall Howard at BBC 2, every noontime), among others... 


Most animes I remember aired locally are either dubbed in English or in Filipino. Nowadays, they are 
100% dubbed in Filipino with old Anglicized animes redubbed into Filipino when they were shown 
again recently like Voltes V, Dragonball, and Daimos. 


Good thing though that old kiddie animes shown in the 90's are making a comeback on ABS with some 
airing on QTV-11. Princess Sarah, Cedie, Remi Nobody's Girl, Dog of Flanders, Wakakusa Charlotte, 
Romeo No Aoi Sora, Tom Sawyer, and just last week, Little Women (the one with the blond Jo March). 
Xmen and Teenage Mutant Nija Turtles would air every sunday on ABS around 10am while Capt. 
PLanet rules Saturday mornings on RPN. 

ABC 5 had ten years ago Chikiting Patrol and 5 and Up which stayed in the air kahit nung nasa Ch. 7 
sila lumipat at tsaka bumalik sa Ch. 5.

2004 - present - ABC 5

MANILA, November 1, 2003 (STAR) Philippine television has just marked its 50th 
anniversary. 


As historic as the birth of this powerful medium, the momentous celebration on Oct. 17 
began a new chapter in local television history, with ABS-CBN Broadcasting Corp. re- 
establishing its position as the country's first and largest television network. 


The broadcasting giant capped its 50th anniversary with a spectacular extravaganza dubbed 
Kapamilya: ABS-CBN at 50, held at the Philippine International Convention Center (PICC) in 
Pasay City. It was hailed as one of the biggest media events of the year. Two months earlier, 
the network held its Kapamilya Homecoming, which gathered over 4,000 former employees 
and talents for a grand reunion at ABS-CBN's compound in Bohol Avenue, Quezon City.

TV Memories 


Actually, Alma Moreno's ALINDOG on Channel 2 - was broadcast every wednesday evening 
at 9pm since it was for mature audiences only. Rosa Rosal's ULILA was every Friday at 8PM. 


I know this so very well because I was the writer of both shows. Monday, there was PEPING, 
ANG MUNTING ANGHEL with Romnick Sarmenta. I was also writing that show. There was 
another one that you guys forgot: SENOR STO. NINO. Remember the miracles of the Nino? 
That was every Thursday evening at 8pm. I was also writing that show. And yes, there was 


BATA with Romnick Sarmenta, airing every tues night, and I was also the writer of that 
show. 


Those were the days, when we only use 2 cameras for taping those TV dramas. We seldom 
go out on lacation. Despite such limitations, I made sure to make the story truly powerful 
and compelling. In those days, we write our scripts with tender loving care. Nowadays, 
those telenovas have all the facilities in the world. They use 6 cameras simultaneoulsy, they 
even have crane shots in them. Yet, the content is so banal, it will make you go to sleep 
while watching them. Not in the 70s. We all cared in those days. Sure, we also made lots of 
money making those shows, but we also made sure that we were not fooling the audience. 


wow...great insider memories there. o 


i gathered from some tv times issues i collected na kasabayan ng "alindog" at "ulila" yung 
"sanyugto" with eddie rodriguez (perhaps the only actor who had his own drama anthology 
that time), also on BBC 2, and "mga kuwento ng pag-ibig" with armida siguion-reyna (which 
she also produced) on RPN. there was also "katha", and of course, eddie ilarde's "kahapon 
lamang", both on GMA. this was around 1978. 


sometimes, i have to agree, na kung ano yung kakulangan ng telebisyong pinoy noon 
pagdating sa facilities and technology (although i'm pretty sure, broadcast city--back then-- 
was more technologically-advanced), producers, directors and writers made sure na they 
made up for it pagdating sa content.

How the Lopezes were able to establish (before the Martial Law) and reestablish (after Edsa) 
their conglomerates by exacting favors from the powers-that-be whom the family had 
earlier helped to gain political might.

But the growth of the Lopez business empire was also marred with trickery and 
maneuverings, and their employment of violence to forward their interests. 


During the war, while the Lopez brothers befriended the Japanese by publishing the pro-

for his part, operated a gambling casino under the protection of the Japanese army. When 
the war was over, the Lopez brothers were accused of collaborating with the enemy, but 
they successfully parried all charges with the help of their associates. In 1945, Fernando 
became mayor of Iloilo City and senator two years later, with their businesses growing all 
the more. 


Moving to Manila - Eugenio as media mogul and Fernando as politician — the brothers used 
ABS-CBN and Manila Chronicle to their advantage. They either took over or established 
several profitable ventures, one of which is Meralco. But little did they know that the man - 
Marcos - whom they made President would also the same man that would destroy them. 
When the dictatorship was toppled down, the Lopezes regained their wealth and political 
influence, with Eugenio “Geny” Lopez Jr. at the helm.

Eat Bulaga premiered on July 30, 1979 on RPN and hosted by Tito Sotto, Vic Sotto and Joey 
De Leon with Chiqui Hollman and Richie D' Horsie as co-hosts. It defeated the longest 
-running noontime show that time "Student Canteen" which was on GMA. Tito, Vic and Joey 
became co-hosts of Student Canteen before they became main hosts of Eat Bulaga. Student 
Canteen ended on 1986 and GMA replaced it with "Lunch Date" which was hosted by Randy 
Santiago, Orly Mercado, Chiqui Hollman, Dennis Padilla, and Willie Revillame 


Eat Bulaga vs Lunch Date 


GMA's Lunch Date fought fiercely with Eat Bulaga in the ratings. Randy Santiago became 
really famous and alomost defeated Eat Bulaga in the ratings. Randy has this Randy-mania 
because of his witty hosting and trademark shades. 


After the Randy-mania died down, Lunch Date also died down. Lunch Date ended in 1993 
and GMA decided to reformat the show to Salo-Salo Together (SST) 


Eat Bulaga vs SST 


SST (Salo Salo Together) was hosted by Randy Santiago, Dennis Padilla, Smokey Manaloto, 
Giselle Sanchez, Willie Revillame, and later on Ai Ai Delas Alas and Bayani Agbayani. Some 
of these hosts were very visible on MTB (Magandang Tanghali Bayan) on ABS-CBN. 


For the first time Eat Bulaga was defeated by SST. The show introduced fresh new segments 
that made the show very successful. SST gave a break to newcomers like Bayani Agbayani. 
Because of the popularity of the hosts they are visible even in movies and became a 
contract star of Viva. 


Eat Bulaga's Move to GMA and Competition with 'Sang Linggo nAPO Sila 


Facing defeat and very low ratings ABS-CBN decided to kick the show out alongside with 
other shows of TAPE (Television and Production Exponents), the producer of Eat Bulaga. Eat 
Bulaga was moved to GMA. This made Joey De Leon hate ABS-CBN and maybe prayed for 
its downfall. ABS-CBN wishes to buy the blocktime of TAPE. 


ABS-CBN replaced Eat Bulaga with 'Sang Linggo nAPO Sila, former "Sa Linggo nAPO Sila", a 
Sunday noontime show on ABS-CBN. When SLNS was moved to Monday to Saturday, ABS- 
CBN replaced it with ASAP (All-star Sunday Afternoon Party) which was hosted by Martin 
Nievera, Pops Fernandez, Ariel Rivera, and Dayanarra Torres. ASAP is the longest running 
Sunday noontime show on Philippine TV now 14 years on the air. 


‘Sang Linggo nAPO Sila was hosted by The Apo Hiking Society (Jim Paredes, Buboy Garovillo 
and Danny Javier), Bing Loyzaga, Michelle Van Eimeren, Agot Isidro, Amy Perez, and 
Roderick Paulate. 


When Eat Bulaga transferred to GMA, the show introduced new segments and reformatted 
the show. It had new hosts too aside from Vic and Joey. This made Eat Bulaga No.1 again. 
Because of its popularity, Joey De Leon throwed dirty jokes on the rival show. Insinuating 

that ABS-CBN made a mistake throwing them out. 


‘Sang Linggo nAPO Sila however, got high ratings but it was not as successful as SST. 
According to some critics, APO's humor were "too intelligent for the average Filipino. The 
show later welcomed new host from the defunct SST Willie Revillame, John Estrada and 
Randy Santiago. The trio had a chemistry and became popular to viewers. 


The Birth of MTB, the Show that Made Eat Bulaga almost fold up: 


Magandang Tanghali Bayan (MTB) was hosted by the popular trio Randy Santiago, John 
Estrada and Willie Revillame with Bayani Agbayani, Roderick Paulate, Amy Perez, Bentong, 
Dennis Padilla, Gary Lim, Christine Jacob. Majority of the hosts were also hosts of SST 
before. 


The show got immense support nationwide and got high ratings. Eat Bulaga lost 
tremendously in the ratings because of the popular trio. MTB had a famous segment called 
"Pera o Bayong" which even had a movie. 


Eat Bulaga people meanwhile ran out of ideas to put back the show to its former glory. 
There were reports that Eat Bulaga will fold up. The show was saved by the popularity of the 
girl group Sexbomb and made Eat Bulaga garnered ratings. The girl group failed to topple 
MTB down. 


MTB host had controversies and was suspended many times because of green jokes Willie 
cracked on Calendar Girls contestants. 


In 2003, Willie Revillame was kicked out of the show and it was reformatted to Masayang 
Tanghali Bayan. Willie's popularity made ABS-CBN to offer Willie host Wowowee in 2005. 
But before that, Willie contemplated on the mistake he made in the past. He hosted 
Willingly Yours, public service program on ABS-CBN. 


Wowowee vs Eat Bulaga: 


Wowowee premiered February 5, 2005. Wowowee is a noontime game show completely 
different from Eat Bulaga's format. Because of its different format, Wowowee garnered 
ratings and took over Eat Bulaga in nationwide ratings, Wowowee became popular to OFWs 
who have TFC (The Filipino Channel). 


Until now, Wowowee is the No.1 noontime show in the Philippines. Eat Bulaga was forced to 
reformat and formatted the same as Wowowee's format. 


MY COMMENT: 


Joey De Leon's hatred for ABS-CBN grew to the years. This history above is a living proof of 
Eat Bulaga's losing popularity. This is also the reason why I think that Joey De Leon is so 
desperate to attack Willie Revillame and Wowowee. Matagal na kasi nasa No.1 ang Eat 
Bulaga thru the years. They cannot accept the fact that a game show with only one main 
host will defeat a noontime show which is an institution. Since Wowowee's premiere last 
2005, Eat Bulaga failed to overtake Wowowee in ratings Nationwide. 


Joey De Leon is ruining Eat Bulaga's image. Attacking ABS-CBN talents like Kim Chiu, Piolo 
Pascual, Yeng Constantino, Korina Sanchez, and now Pokwang is not the solution. Pride 
nalang ang ipinaiiral ni Joey. He knows that he is lost. His other programs are not 
also doing good in nationwide ratings. 


This has been the longest time that Eat Bulaga is in losing streak. Wowowee turns 4 in 2009 
and 4 years in No.1. I hope Joey De Leon could accept defeat and bow out in noontime 
shows. @

During this times, shows like the New Adventures of Jonny Quest (which 
also aired on ABC-5) and Crocs (about Aussie humanized crocodiles) were aired. 


Siguro by 2000 or 2001, Cartoon Network Philippines was finally established as a separate 
feed (but prior to this, contests conducted by CN would sometimes show Philippine viewers 
the PO Box address of Makati PBO separately instead of including it along with those from 
other Asian territories). Around 2000, the first CN Philippines show (kumbaga unang 
exclusive sa feed natin) is an interactive show called "Toon Tambayan". 


CN's all-time popular shows here would probably be Dexter's Lab, Cow and Chicken (whose 
first episode aired here was the controversial "cigarette smoking" episode that gained 
criticsm in the US), PPG and Courage The Cowardly Dog. All of which first premeired as 5 
minutes shorties in What-A-Cartoon-Show which was a predecessor show to Nickelodeon's 
Oh Yeah! Cartoons

Afternoons are filled usually with reruns and an early 
afternoon block called Power Zone which aired shows like "SWAT Cats" and "Ninja Robots" 
(and that other show about 3 guys wearing armors that can be attached with specialized 
parts and weapons). 


There was also a time na there were two CN feeds carried by Skycable, CN Hong Kong and 
CN India. It was a bit confusing and annoying lalo pa't either of the two aired the newest 
shows the earliest. During this times, shows like the New Adventures of Jonny Quest (which 
also aired on ABC-5) and Crocs (about Aussie humanized crocodiles) were aired. 


Siguro by 2000 or 2001, Cartoon Network Philippines was finally established as a separate 
feed (but prior to this, contests conducted by CN would sometimes show Philippine viewers 
the PO Box address of Makati PBO separately instead of including it along with those from 
other Asian territories). Around 2000, the first CN Philippines show (kumbaga unang 
exclusive sa feed natin) is an interactive show called "Toon Tambayan". 


CN's all-time popular shows here would probably be Dexter's Lab, Cow and Chicken (whose 
first episode aired here was the controversial “cigarette smoking" episode that gained 
criticsm in the US), PPG and Courage The Cowardly Dog. All of which first premeired as 5 


minutes shorties in What-A-Cartoon-Show which was a predecessor show to Nickelodeon's 
Oh Yeah! Cartoons

It paved the way, accdng to Leo Katigbak, to ABC-CBN's "F". This time, Daphne is joined 
with Angel Aquino and now KTLA news anchor Cher Calvin. Eventually Cher returned to the 
US so she was replaced by the equally voluptuous Amanda Griffin. The show lasted for 8 
years including the years they spent in Studio 23 when they moved from Saturdays at 11pm 
to Sundays at 8pm. Some of the restos they visited napuntahan na namin gaya ng Queen(?) 
sa Jupiter St., Makati, another Indian resto in Tomas Morato(?) near the LRT2 line and 
another one near the main office of Prudential Bank.

GMA noontime shows that competed against "Eat Bulaga" that aired on ABS-CBN 1989- 
1995... 


Kahit na may ginaya silang segments sa "Eat Bulaga" gaya ng "Bulagaan" at "Little Miss 
Philippines" may mga original segments naman sila.... 


Sa "Lunch Date", may "Ulat Panggulat" si Jon Santos, "Dear Kuya Randy PS Kuya Lito" with 
Randy Santiago at Lito Pimentel, "Bonggang Beautician", "Mr. DreamBoy" (pantapat nila ata 
sa Mr. Pogi).... 


Sa SST, "Knock Knock Hello" ni Smokey Manaloto, "Grabe!" which was a parlor game for the 
live audience (kapartner mga hosts), "Sari Sari Stories" (which was predecessor of MTB's 
Wansafunnytaym), "SSTv" (music videos originally made by SST hosts) 


At eto ang pinakamemorable na nangyari sa noontime TV noong 1990.... lumabas si Joey de 
Leon sa isang episode ng "Lunch Date" to promote "Tangga en Chos".... tapos si Jon Santos 
nagpromote din ng same movie sa "Eat Bulaga" sa channel 2....

The farewell episode of "Lunch Date" was a tearjerker kasi isa-isang naghandog ng song 
numbers ang mga past and present hosts (except for Rico J. Puno, Orly Mercado and Chiqui 
Hollman). Yung pinaka-touching na song na kinanta was "Heaven Knows" sung by 
Samantha Chavez, who can't control her tears while singing. Lito Pimentel showed up to 
help host the grand finals segments of "Rump Shaker Dance Contest" and "Mahalaga ka Sa 
'Kin Sing Along Contest". 


Randy appeared in only one segment of the show singing Side A's "Tuloy Pa Rin". Obviously, 
may message dun sa kanta niya kasi he was the only host retained by GMA-7 while other 
"Lunch Date" co-hosts had to go... akala ko nga si Dennis Padilla wala na rin but he showed 
up the next week sa premiere ng "SST (Salo-Salo Together)" where he was already one of 


the main hosts. 


"SST" had a unique format sa noontime because 7 ang main hosts nila, unlike "Eat Bulaga" 
na sina TVJ talaga ang nagdadala. Aside from Randy and Dennis, there was Liezl Martinez 
(Albert's wife), Anjanette Abayari, Smokey Manaloto, Joy Ortega and Giselle Sanchez. 
Actually, nagkamali pa nga si Ricky Lo ng pag include kay Albert Martinez as one of the 
hosts (though he had the potential) sa isa niyang write up promoting "SST". 


Natawa ako dun sa premiere telecast nila kasi sumayaw si Smokey Manaloto ng "Achy 
Breaky Heart" ni Billy Ray Cyrus (tatay ni Miley Cyrus) sa isang production number tapos 
fino-focus sa camera si Kuya Germs na nagkukunwaring galit na galit kasi "nalagasan" daw 
siya ng isang co-host sa That's Entertainment.

fading to black, tapos the words "it's not easy letting go..." 


i also remember the end credits of that farewell show (na pinalabas din sa dulo ng mga 
succeeding replays until the premiere of "SST")...ang original director ng "lunch date" was 
the late bro. marcial sanson (who directed a lot of dramas back in the '70s and '80s, and

>> this was what used to be known as "12 o'clock high", the last noontime show of the pre- 
martial law ABS-CBN (and the number 1 noontime show on TV before the network was 
closed down--top-rating siya to the point na it ran live monday to saturday with a replay at 
6pm, tapos may replay rin ng "highlights" of the week on sunday noontime)...isa 'to sa mga 
ABS-CBN shows na nilipat (with geny lopez's conditional permission--all the shows had to be 
renamed kasi ABS owned the copyright to the "orphaned" shows' titles) ng dating executive 
nitong si romy jalosjos who formed philippine production center, inc. (with some ABS-CBN 
talents back then like dolphy and nida blanca) at nag-blocktime sa RBS TV 7 (channel 7's 
on-air branding back then--contrary to popular belief na channel 7 was off the air from 
martial law in sept. '72 until its rebranding as GMA in 1974, channel 7 went back on the air 
as early as december 1972). 


january-december 1974: "lunch break" - eddie mercado

produced on channel 7 (including "noontime matinee") to the old IBC TV 13--which was 
already airing in color back then (channel 7 didn't switch to color until 1974)...i don't have 
much info about this show that took over "noontime matinee", though, except that, yun 
nga, the late eddie mercado was the host...

Nga pala, I've noticed na hanggang ngayon ginagamit na rin as background music *** 
theme song ng SOP but rarely do I hear the song being sang by its hosts. I think the last 
time they sang it was when they were in US for the launching of its international channel. 


Oberservation ko palagi sa mga live show ng ABS at GMA mula noon at ngayon, they 
usually don't "end" their shows, madalas overtime and last leg of their show are usually 
loaded with commercials. You won't know if the show's over until they air the program after 
it. Ganon pa rin ata practice on The Buzz (although recently they get to air credits uncut), 
Wowowee and MTB (Either pinuputol na nila habang ineere credits/di na talaga), Startalk 
(batian portion ni Lolit Solis/last stretch of showbiz news ang nagtatapos ng show without 
formally saying goodbye), and SOP (Dati they'd air their credits when they still have 
Gigsters, pero ngayon di na ata rin), among others. 


Although I was never really much of a fan to Eat Bulaga, iyung Bulagaan portion nila sa 
katapusan ng show ang inaabangan ko lang kasi I like how they throw pies to each other's 
face whenever nasa huling pares na ang kakanta.

Dan Cura sa RPN 9) at Business Today (Vicky Morales, Rico Hizon ng GMA 7). @ 


oo nga ano, i remember "wake up call", which first went on air about a year or two before 
ASYM did...along with jeanne "spin-a-win" young (this was one of her first TV assignments 
after she returned to the philippines, another being "GMA supershow"), the show was 
originally hosted by tere guanzon and anthony pangilinan--naging replacement ito ng 
"newswatch sa umaga" with guanzon, bill velasco and the late pete roa...during its final 
year, the show's title became the lengthy "mabuhay! this is your wake-up call"... 


and "business today" naman (which actually changed hosts several times--among the hosts 
being dong puno, vicky morales, rico hizon and mon isberto) was still preceded on the GMA 
airwaves by a short-lived hour-long straight newscast called "GMA morning news live" with 
alex tinsay and veronica baluyot, both of whom also alternately anchored the hourly "GMA 
news live" breaks...pagkatapos no'n at 8:00am was "kape at balita", originally a DZBB-only 
news/commentary program with bobby guanzon and jessica soho, which became a TV-radio 
simulcast show... 


ka-campus sirloin steak: hmmmm... i never realized na may mas luma pa pala sa "Wake Up 
Call" at sa "Business Today" pagdating sa morning news. o 


speaking of "Business Today," if i am not mistaken, that old show was broadcasting live not 
from GMA EDSA but from the lobby(?) of the Sagittarius Condominium in Salcedo Village, 
Makati. Sagittarius Condominium is the same building that houses the law firm of now GMA 
Network head Atty. Felipe Gozon. o 


yup, you're right...actually, i had learned from reading up on old local TV stuff na the 
morning slot wasn't too viable for news/magazine shows back in the day as it is now... "GMA 
morning news live", as i had mentioned, was short-lived...at ang "business today" naman, 
although ilang years din ang itinakbo nito sa ere, was targeted more for the upper-middle 
working class audience...it wasn't until ASYM when the morning slot became like primetime 
na rin--both in terms of ads and (masa) audiences... 


although as early as the '70s and '80s, there were already a few attempts at the news/talk 
formats in the morning...i read in an old TV times issue that the old BBC-2 had a morning 
talk show called "coffee with lee" with lee andres and noel trinidad--around 1978 ito...tapos 
meron pa noong "the morning show" with ariel ureta and bibeth orteza (where, in her 
endearing ilongga accent, she was "bibeth bisaya", a couple of years before she did her 
"bibeth belibet" character on "iskul bukol")... 


and in the early '80s, RPN did a "newswatch pilipino edition" live every morning, simulcast 
on what was then their AM station, DWWW (which used to be on 630khz--it is now, of 
course, under ABS-CBN as DZMM)...the late rod navarro (then the radio station's morning 


anchor) was teamed up with lee andres for that...years before that, RPN and sister station 
BBC replayed their respective newscasts from the previous night during the morning 
hours... 


and backtracking a bit to "business today", their sagittarius studio (which was also the 
original home to GMA marketing--as early as during the time when freddie garcia's network 
marketing inc. handled it) could be considered one of the first few attempts at giving a 
street-level studio to a news production... "umagang kay ganda" is, of course, now doing 
this... 


yun palang "Magandang Umaga Po" nina Noli De Castro at Korina Sanchez, one of the first 
morning shows on Philippine TV. of course, mas luma pa din dyan yung mga palabas nina 
Lee Andres at Rod Navarro. 


ay, 00...i forgot to mention that, too...yun naman was probably the first attempt talaga at 
morning news/talk programming as we know it today (since the other examples i mentioned 
were either straight news or straight talk)... 


that show, as i gathered, evolved from yet another straight-out early morning newscast 
called "good morning philippines" (noli de castro co-anchored this with luchi cruz- 
valdes)...then, when kabayan was paired with korina, saka naging "magandang umaga" 
(with the matching "wave" hand gesture and "magandang umagaaaaa!" in unison)...it was 
when korina hosted the show solo noong naging "magandang umaga po" na ang title (and 
was moved to 10am, after "bahay-kalinga", a public service program with frankie 
evangelista and vicky garchitorena--later substituted by joey albert)... 


Eto pa ang magandang memories on TV..... mga prediksyion at laglagan!

ABS-CBN sitcom...the RPN show was entitled "mommy ko si tita", where dina was "tita" to a 
little boy (the child actor was ira james, who first appeared in a magnolia ice cream 
commercial)... 


and speaking of jimmy santos...alam 'nyo bang nagkaroon na siya ng kanyang sariling 
sitcom? it was "budoy", aired weekdays at 11:30am before "eat bulaga" sa ABS-CBN...the 
show premiered during EB's first week on ABS in february 1989. o

Another was the evil-good twin sisters episode starring Ruffa Guiterrez which was re-aired 


again on GMA Telesine's recent incarnation as QTV Gems. She was soo good in that episode 
you wont even notice that she always has that accent whenever she has tagalog dialogues.

You've made it so special 

Now, everything's just right..." 


joey de leon was sharon's first co-host, even until the time she transferred to ABS-CBN 
(although mga isa o dalawang taon lang from that point) which makes him 1) one of the few 
TV hosts seen all 7 days a week at that time--he had TSCS, along with "iskul bukol", "eat 
bulaga", "TODAS", etc. (another host who had a similar trend back then was, of course, 
german moreno), and 2) one of the few male hosts na naging madalas na co-host ng mga 
female stars who had their own musical-variety shows back in the '80s--apart from being 
sharon's co-host, he was also, if i'm not mistaken, vilma santos' original regular co-host on 


"VIP" (roderick paulate eventually fulfilled that role even until vilma's transfer to GMA...and 
joey would also be a guest co-host on "vilma!" a few times)...he was also on alma moreno's 
"the other side of alma" (or was it her other show, "rated a"?)...kulang na lang 'ata, pati sa 
"superstar" ni nora aunor (which, curiously, was aired "next door" at broadcast city and RPN 
while sharon's show was running on IBC) at sa "maricel live!" at "maria, maria" ni maricel 
soriano...@ 


I remember Solar's humble beginnings from 10 years ago, it stated out as one run-down 
looking Pinoy-owned cable channel known as "Solar: Ultimate in Suspense an Action". It 
basically aired the same kind of programming content coming from C/S and JackTV 
combined. Some of its earliest shows I remember was WWE, The Invisible Man, Highlander, 
some Japanese animes (Ninja Robots[?] and that show about 12 zodiac human-like 
animals)as well as Korean animated series (same set of Korean animes also being aired on 
Arirang TV like Babel II). UFC was also aired. 


It had several name changes, from Solar to Solar USA to simply USA. By the time it is now 
known as USA, it had already a sister channel ETC (2004 or 2005). They had this joint- 
talent search program na mala-MTV VJ Hunt. Winners eventually went up to Sib and Sam 
Oh who were each given their own show from their respective channels, the Sib Show and 
Rated Oh. Sib's show moved to JackTV (when it was running on a half-day basis with what's 
left of USA) while Rated Oh lasted longer than Sib's original show (which was renamed The 
Jackyard and Sib got sacked later on). 


ETC later spun-off another channel, ETC 2nd Avenue, placing all its excess shows there like 
Today, Starting Over, Entertainment Tonight and The Insider. Eventually going solely by the 
name 2nd Avenue, it also aired syndicated talkshows on cable, like Jerry Springer, Ellen, etc. 


JackTV eventually became a 24-hour male oriented channel, while the remains of USA 
became the 24-hour crime and action channel, Crime/Suspense (later shortened to simply 
C/S), airing popular crime dramas like the Law & Order series, Murder She Wrote, and 
recent dramas like Chuck, Thief, Invasion, Heroes and Prisonbreak. 


Solar Sports also came into the fore, being (at least on Skycable) the only Filipino 24-hour 
sports channel in the land. But because of its excess programming, it had them moved to a 
spin-off channel "Sports Plus". there were times that they were covering NBA games on 
either Solar Sports or Sports Plus. SP was eventually discontinued as many of Solar Sports' 
basketball shows all moved to a new convenient channel, Basketball TV/BTV. 


Back on ETC, after Sam Oh retired her show "Rated Oh" last year just when she finally had 
a co-host, Kenny Waymack; another lifestyle show replaced it, with Kenny and a new co- 
host, Karen Pamintuan. The new show is called "Chillspot". Eventually, by mid-year (this 
year), Kenny resigned from the show and he was replaced by two new co-hosts with Karen 
intact.

competitor pagdating sa local programming at that time. 


ang RMN naman, ganito...don andres soriano (then the owner of san miguel corporation) 
struck a deal with the late henry canoy (the original owner of RMN) to co-own the then- 
fledgling radio network in the '60s (which by then already had a manila station, DZHP). 
nagkataon namang there was IBC (which originally stood for inter-island broadcasting 
corporation) and DZTV channel 13 owned by d!ck baldwin--RMN (through soriano) bought 
into that station but still kept the network's name...kumbaga, more like sister companies 
sila (unlike ABS and CBN which became one entire network).

broadcasting, as he established what was to become the broadcast city "empire" of the '70s 
and '80s. 


AI mention this already on past pages, the Lopez, because of their friendship with the 
Benedictos, gave RPN some moral support in the form of giving away equipment, human 
resources, and even the bright stars like Nora Aunor.

Anyone remembers Hoy! Gising!? 


"Hoy, Gising!" started as one of the segments for ABS-CBN's TV Patrol back in the late '80s 
when the late Frankie Evangelista was still around. He conceptualized this portion to call the 
attention of the authorities on the abuses of some of the officials in their duties to the 
society. 


It later crossed over to radio through DZMM as an hourly plug, and much later towards the 
early 1990s, Ted Failon converted it into a full fledged daily public affairs program in the late 
afternoons (4PM i believe was its time slot before).

Tirso Cruz III was father to Dino 
Guevarra and Kim Delos Santos played the role of Carmina's sister. The networked 
capitalized on the popularity of Kim and Dino who were launched in TGIS and who later had 
a movie Ikaw Lamang. 


Di Ba't Ikaw replaced Halik Sa Apoy in the primetime block of GMA. Yes, it was the first 
network-produced soap. Starring Jessa Zaragoza (Patrice of Villa Quintana), I remember 
Alfie Lorenzo even comparing her with a figure-less Claudine. As the show was short-lived, 
GMA decided to replace Di Ba't Ikaw with Ghostfighter when the series ended in 
November.

Mia Gracia was shown before Saksi. I remember Mike Enriquez promoting the show as a 
Filipino Telenovela. Ito ang sagot ng TAPE sa Marimar ng RPN 9 which aired at a later 
timeslot at 6:30 PM. Eventually, GMA acquired two Latin telenovelas, Agujetas De Color 
De Rosa and in the new year of 1997, Pobre Nifia Rica. 


I was a bit confused with Di ba't Ikaw. They aired a promo, one was that they launch the 
series with a telesine-version on a Sunday night with the series proper premiering the next 
evening. I was a bit confused with that (in the sense that they had the series all wrapped 
into one TV movie before going on as a regular soap opera the next day). Then again, I 
could be wrong (i wasn't able to watch the telesine neither was I able to finish the soap's 
run). 


teleserye_analyst: Davao, Cebu and Boracay was re-aired too quite recently (around 2007) 
on RPN's short-lived noontime block "RPN USA". Along with its roster of classic telenovelas 
(before the word "teleserye" became the generic term for succeeding Pinoy soaps) are old 
comedy hits like the one with Redford White and Eric Quizon as well as John en Marsha 
(which continued on 2 years ago with the spin-off, "John En Shirley") 


Speaking of teleseryes, sino nakakalala sa sopa ng GMA noon. One of the supporting 


characters there was the gay guy assistant of Dingdong Dantes' character in Dyesebel. the 
title ends something like "...Bintana". Back then, I thought that guy was Ariel Ignacio's look- 
a-like (except that he looks taller). Recurring scene I notice is the one with the staircase 
outside one of the character's houses. 


Rerunning soaps and anthology series is quite rare in our local TVlandia. So far, some old 
GMA-produced soaps circa 2000-2004 as well as (Sana ay Ikaw na Nga, Ang Iibigin ay Ikaw, 
GMA Telesine all in QTV with the latter renamed as "QTV Gems"), RPN (Cebu, Boracay, and 
Davao), and ABS (Spirits on Studio 23, Super Inggo, Marina, Pangako Sa'**, 
Wansapanataym, and Komiks), and TAPE (Connie Reyes on Camera on Zoe TV) were re- 
aired recently. 


Sana magkaroon rin tayo ng sariling version ng SOAPnet gaya ng sa US in order for us to 
relive those unforgettable shows from the past. So far kasi, ABS-CBN's TFC channel, 
Kapamilya Channel, is the only one that airs old ABS-CBN shows but it airs overseas. 


About Di Ba't Ikaw: The Sunday night premiere, dubbed as the world premiere of the 
soap, was actually four episodes long. It was the first four episodes of the series. The 
following day, nagsimula naman bale ang episode 5. 


I think the soap opera you're referring to is Villa Quintana, starring Donna Cruz, Keempee 
De Leon, Jessa Zaragoza, Isabel Granada and Lander vera Perez. Philip Lazaro, Dingdong 
Dantes' assistant in Dyesebel, was a nilupak vendor and friend of Keempee (Isagani in the 
soap). And yes, it did have a lot of those scenes with the staircase. The same house was 
used in Anna Karenina, after the owners sold the house to the Monteclaros. Of course, 
Lynette and Isagani took their own lives as Romeo and Juliet did. 


The first GMA soap to actually be under the helm of GMA Telebabad was Ikaw Lang Ang 
Mamahalin (Angelika Dela Cruz, Sunshine Dizon, Cogie Domingo, Sherwin Ordofez, James 
Blanco, LJ Moreno and Mark Anthony Fernandez). They were having problems looking for a 
pair for Angelika Dela Cruz, so she was paired off with different men: Sherwin, a model 
named Russell C Mon who later became a soft porn actor; Mark Anthony Fernandez who was 
killed in the series because he got into drugs and drag racing after the Claudine Baretto 
breakup; and James Blanco, whom she ended up with in the end. 


Because of the popularity of Pangako Sa **, GMA decided to put up a soap that will rival 
the show. It was Sana Ay Ikaw Na Nga, co-produced with Viva. They were pitting 
Dingdong against jericho and Tanya against Kristine. 


The third soap of GMA on its Telebabad primetime block was Kung Mawawala Ka. Cogie 
Domingo was killed off in Ikaw Lang Ang Mamahalin, where he was briefly paired off with 
Chynna Ortaleza after Sunshine Dizon left the show. The following Monday, he was Carlitos 
Valiente, son of the town's representative to Congress played by Orestes Ojeda. 


The fourth soap of GMA on Telebabad was Ang Iibigin Ay Ikaw. It had Alice Dixon, Lani 
Mercado, Christopher De Leon and Richard Gomez as the leads, but it also had AJ 
Eigenmann and Karen Delos Reyes. Karen was killed, but later it was revealed that Alice and 
Richard had another child who was stolen by Rio Locsin. That daughter was portrayed by 
Angel Locsin who was briefly paired off with Polo Ravales in the second season, Ang Iibigin 
Ay Ikaw Pa Rin. 


After Ikaw Lang Ang Mamahalin, Angelika was paired off with victor Neri in Habang 
Kapiling Ka. This marked the comeback of Snooky Serna to the small screen. Sana Ay 
Ikaw Na Nga was later replaced by Twin Heartswhich also had Karylle and Dennis Trillo.

that I always remember hearing it as "Bintana" years ago, hahaha!

So far, RPN's back with at least some of its well-known shows like X-Files but nevertheless, 
being under the blocktime of Solar. I'm really hoping that the guys from RPN themselves 
would be able to find the time to improve their facilities and not just rely solely to Solar. No 
wonder RPN now goes under the name C/S 9 now, glad that the RPN identity is still being 
kept alive by its lone news and public affairs group, they still have to be at par with its 
fellow news programs from the other networks, technology and delivery-wise. 


Same goes to IBC, which I think have gone good to average to worst for almost 20 years 
since it sequestration. 


Guys, have you remembered ABS's attempt to try live-simulcasting its former noontime 
variety show, MTB with Studio 23? That was really a huge event, not only was it the 
premiere of ABS-CBN's then newest noontime show. Not sure how it turned out though, the 
12nn simulcast was largely discontinued, except for its live airing of Myx from cable. 


yeah, that's true, malaki ang naitulong ng solar sa RPN throughout the past 2 or 3 years 
that the company has "blocktimed" for the network, although the local content they tried to 
produce (under the "kasama mo" slogan back in '06--anyone remember "dalawang tisoy" 
with freddie webb and eddie gutierrez, pat-p daza's "showbiz ka!" or ruffa's "philippines' 
next top model", among many others?) failed quite miserably. at mataas pa naman ang 
expectations ko noon na may talagang magtatagal among those local shows they made. 


nakakapanghinayang lang siguro, in my opinion, that the quality and output of the post- 
EDSA/late '80s-early '90s RPN was totally gone by the 2000s--perhaps, mainly due to that 
whole sequestration thing. their old in-house shows that time like "buddy en sol", "young 
love, sweet love", the big dramas (as we mentioned earlier here), or even nora aunor's 
long-running "superstar" are all but memories now, dahil parang "tumandang paurong" ang 
RPN--even more with IBC. 


as far as their news coverage is concerned, given that both networks are still closely 
identified with the government (though not as much as NBN which is government-owned, 
period), siguro hindi maaalis na may bias pa rin sa gobyerno ang pagbabalita nila as long as 
both networks aren't privatized. and as long as they're not privatized, even their news 
gathering facilities would still be pretty much backward, at maiiwan at maiiwan lang sila sa 
kung ano'ng meron sila ngayon sa broadcast city (which was once one of the most modern 
broadcast facilities in the '70s and '80s).

Sotto and Joey De Leon's comeback to GMA in 1994.... 


"mixed NUTS" definitely had the vic-joey signature all over it...for starters, vic's m-zet outfit 
co-produced the show with GMA, tapos si joey naman ang naging isa sa mga writers. and 


the director (and one of the co-writers)? no less than bert de leon, himself a veteran of 
various TVJ shows. 


parang "hybrid" na rin siguro 'to ng mga naging programa nila...for one thing, there was 
"tough hits 2000", based on the TVJ "tough hits" segment noon sa "discorama" (which also 
spawned several volumes of "tough hits" albums). there also was "alam ba news?", their 
spoof news segment ("anchored" by vic, joey and val sotto)--something which was also 
done in "TODAS" ("TODA[y']S news"). 


aside from val sotto, kasama rin sa cast sina yoyong martirez, ali sotto, candy pangilinan 
and jenine desiderio. special participation din ang referee ng "alaxan gladiators" segment 
noon ng "eat bulaga", known to audiences as "referee tauro pwisto" who "refereed" the 
"kwistyuuun!" Q&A-style jokes segment on the show (tauro talaga ang last name niya, but i 
forgot his first name...the "pwisto" came from his pronunciation of the word "pwesto" sa 
"alaxan gladiators"). 


GMA replayed this during the early-morning hours back in 2000, as part of their 50th 
anniversary back then.

i'm sure a lot of you remember VTV on IBC-13--what was originally known as VTV 
primetime network, then vintage television after a year... 


of course, their "prime program" was the PBA, alongside other sporting events such as the 
marlboro tour, boxing ("blow by blow") and billiards. but--especially when they were known 
as vintage television--they also had a good share of entertainment shows. 


among them were "wow!" and "goin' bayabas"--both which, ironically, came about after the 
departure of al tantay and edgar mortiz from ABC (where they handled "wow mali!" and 
"tropang trumpo", respectively). "wow!" became their version of "wow mali!", pero a little 
bit on the "sexier" side (given that rosanna roces, and later, ara mina, hosted the show...ara 
mina was paired with keempee de leon when she took over). "goin' bayabas" naman was, 
obviously, their answer to "tropang trumpo" with smokey manaloto--a former "tropa" cast 
member--leading the cast... 


there was also "rebyu", a youth-oriented magazine show hosted by RX93.1's chico and 
delamar (this was their first regular TV show during the height of their radio popularity), 
"takot ka ba sa dilim?" (not to be confused with "erik matti's kagat ng dilim", another horror 
series on the same channel a couple of years later), a horror anthology which was, if i'm not 
mistaken, co-produced with viva television (which would merge with VTV later to become 
vivatv), and "sine VTV", a telesine block-cum-drama anthology hosted by boots anson-roa 
(who, incidentally, would become IBC's president at the time VTV still had their blocktime 
contract with the network). 


and true to vintage's nature as a sports program producer, they had weekly sports shows, 
too, like "hot stuff" with anthony suntay and chino trinidad, the horse-racing magazine 
"KKK: kabayo, karera, karerista", and of course, the "blow by blow" boxing matches (kung 
saan unang nakilala bilang boksingero si manny pacquiao). 


curiously, during the first week of VTV as vintage television in 1998, muntik nang 
magkaroon ng falling-out between vintage and IBC--this was, if i remember right, due to 
IBC (then under the management of retired soldier mitch templo) airing/simulcasting ABS- 
CBN's MBA (metropolitan basketball association) especially during its inauguration, kung 
saan naapektuhan ‘ata ang dapat sana'y airing noon ng birthday special ni robert jaworski 
which VTV produced. 


as a result, vintage sports' commentators all wore a black band as a sign of "protest", and 
never mentioned IBC's name during their coverages (whereas, prior to that, they would 
always say "VTV on IBC"). pero mukhang naging maayos ang lahat especially when boots 
anson-roa took over as IBC president...she managed to squeeze in some in-house 
programming during VTV's hours on primetime, and also enlisted the help of vintage/VTV to 
provide sports news--and even a main anchor (in the person of the former attorney noli 
eala)--for their late-night newscast back then (at that time, it was already known as "IBC 
balita ngayon"). 


Who can remember Entertainment Today with Lyn Ching, or ETChing? It started out as 
a segment of Saksi, tapos naging semi-magazine show, semi-showbiz program. They first 
aimed to produce a showbiz proram that does not discuss chismis, kaya nga yung ending 
theme nito, may lyrics na "walang chismis ang ETChing, tapat na showbiz balitaan..." 


Nung nag-end ang almost decade-long run ng Movie Magazine which eventually 
became Channel S, naging Saturday na ang ETChing, Sundays naman 

ang Startalk against Channel 2's Showbiz Linggo. Nagpalit ng timeslot ang dalawang 
show because ni-request ni Osang na gusto niya ng Sunday off, kaya nung napunta sa 
Sunday ang ETChing, naging S Files na ang name nito. 


^I read that in Butch Francisco's column a few months ago. Lyn Ching had to leave the 
show kasi magpapakasal na ata siya that time(?), her co-host Paolo Bediones was left 
manning the show which was renamed S Files. Best tandem siguro ng S Files non ay an-g 
quartet nina Paolo, Richard Gomez, Joey Marquez, and Janice de Belen. Ironically, Paolo's 
three co-hosts are subjects of showbiz gossip and controversies, siya lang iyung hindi (so 
far). 


Something happened and Janice have to leave the show, thus she was replaced by Pia 
Guanio. Richard also have to leave the show for last year's senatorial elections. He was 
replaced by still-ABS-CBN talent John Lapuz (since up til now, he's being managed by ABS- 
CBN's Star Magic). 


Eventually, the show was cancelled last year and was replaced by Showbiz Central. Intact 
from S Files are Pia and John, in addition to Raymond Gutierrez, Ruffa Mae Quinto and Mo 
Twister. 


Sa Startalk, di ba Lolit Solis, Boy Abunda and Kris Aquino were the original roster of host for 
that show? When I found out about that, it's kinda feel weird when I see Boy and Kris 
hosting the Buzz every Sunday, ironic it's like Startalk minus Lolit who still stayed on as host 
for the show which rules Saturday afternoon.

Oropesa, Chinggoy Alonso, Wendell Ramos, Ryan Eigenmann, Meryll Soriano, Red 
Sternberg, Tita Munoz, Maricar de Mesa and Chito Ponce Enrile. However, the biggest 
casting coup that "Sana ay Ikaw na Nga" made was the inclusion of comedian/TV host Joey 
de Leon in the series as Dr. Ricardo Peron, the long-lost father of Tanya Garcia and the true 
love of Jaclyn Jose's character. Nabigyan ng maraming dramatic highlights si Joey sa show 
and this was one of the reasons why tinutukan ito ng marami.... pati na ako. 


Joey's inclusion in "Sana ay Ikaw na Nga" prompted ABS-CBN to include MTB main host John 
Estrada in "Kay Tagal kang Hinintay" opposite Lorna Tolentino. However, unlike Joey who re 
established himself as master TV host/comedian after his stint in the GMA drama, John 
Estrada stuck to the soap opera genre at tuluyan nang iniwan ang noontime TV hosting 
stint...

Dahil sa 
network war na to, nagkaroon ng mga loyalista online and offline na walang magawa kungdi 
mag-away 24/7. Even television ratings are so much a big deal to them. 


No doubt that Philippine TV is at its lowest point, it makes you say "Gone are the days of 
good TV". Today, competition is solely between the two networks, ABS and GMA, slimming 
the chances for other networks to get their fair share on the viewership pie, pati na rin sa 
sister channels ng ABS and GMA (Studio 23 and QTV-11). 


This "war" makes it difficult for stars from different stations to work with each other because 
of an exclusivity clause in their contracts (unless, your a TV institution, you have that rare 
privilege to work in any network). When trying to imply the name of a rival station, sasabihin 
"sa kabila..." or "on the other station" (if they are interviewed on TV). 


Compared to other TV networks in other countries, satin lang yung parang big deal ang 
"network loyalty" and that each network (at least, ABS and GMA) has its own talent pool (its 
as if, they are the contemporary versions of the old Sampaguita-Premiere-LVN era where 
each of the big studios have its own set of talents). 


Add to that, hilig ng mga tao na manira sa isa't isa na para na rin nating sinabing, sila ang 
representation ng diumano'y network. Grabe! 


Sorry if I'm getting a bit OT in this thread pero after reading page after page about the 
history of Philippine TV, it's hard not to compare the situation of then and now. Back then, 
because most if not all networks were under Ferdinand Marcos’ cronies, there wasn't much 
conflict between them. Although they're competing against each other, they let their talents 
guest on each other's stations. But when that competition slimmed down to just two, that's 
when it all became nasty. 


Because of this war, our tv shows in general became: 1)lame, 2)mediocre, 3)copycats of 
each other, 4)uneducational, 5) much worse than worse, 6)quality is low but quantity is 
high, 7)the new generation of stars can't act but are on tv because of their popularity 
among the masses, 8) and the good ones are mostly placed on unlikeable timeslots. 


Programming in ABS and GMA are 1)not balanced, 2)ads are not well regulated, 3) their 
regional network find it difficult to sync their local programming to the national feed coming 
from Manila, 4) their live shows are always a mess on and off stage. 


Nakakainis talaga iyung nabuo nilang fanbase, the die-hard "Kapamilyas" and the 
"Kapusos". The most fanatic from each of these camp are usually the most zealous ones, 
they like to throw each other names, ruin the names and reputations of talents through 
bashing, and mean/nasty fan artworks meant to ruin them. 


Most of all, the "Ratings" brouhaha. A day's worth of ratings here are published in such a 
way that it looks like a score sheet coming from an arcade. They alway show which program 
outwit, outplay, and outlasted each other. Worse, it's always between GMA and ABS. Away 
nang away, away nang away. 


Dahil sa lokong ratings na yan, nadedegrade ang karamihan ng mga tv shows ngayon, 
whether they high or low ratings. I've been very critical on shows that rate, madalas mas 
gusto diumano ng mga manood ang mga na shows na hindi madalas kagandahan pero pina- 
patronize nila. Game shows (and i'm point to the flagship games shows from the two 
networks) that seem to make fun of people (but people still adore them), showbiz talkshows 
that have grown to become notorious for their "explosive" presentation of issues and always 
go overtime (but because we're not always in the know, hindi natin puwede i-judge kaagad 
ang premise ng mga ganitong programa, nor its hosts). 


Teleseryes may have improved in terms of longevity and storytelling as well as going 
beyond the usual rags-to-riches story, but the cancer that had plagued the teleseryes for 
years remains. Its tendency to go out beyond its supposed premise, overstretched arcs, 


unnecessary characters, tendency for the network to extend a serial, etc. 


Sana wala nang away, sana wala nang "network war", sana tumino na ang mga extreme 
loyalists ng mga networks na ito. Now that's my wish for the New Year, lalo pa't the minor 
networks seem to be doing well! 


yey! thanks to gumawa ng entry about Citynet 27 sa wiki! heto iyung logo noon ng citynet 
at nang EMC. Today, Citynet as a subsidiary of GMA handles the programming of DZOE-TV 
11 (today's QTV) while ZOE TV as a brand was moved to Channel 33, owned by Zoe 
Broadcasting after its blocktime partner who owns UniversiTV became a cable channel.

While incorporating the standard red, green and blue colors with some extra color in grey, 
Citynet Television logo differs from the traditional GMA insignia. It uses in oblique oblong 
circles in an abstraction of three-rings to indicate richness in color. 


It was simplified in keeping with the symbol's pared-down design. Underneath its oblique 
rings, a rectangular box embossing the text “citynet” in lower case and uses a San Serif 

font beneath it is the text “TELEVISION” in upper case and also uses the same San Serif 
typescript. But when displaying channel logo while programming, it was written CITYNET 
27:

EMC or Entertainment Music Channel uses a single logo adaptation. A simple with a modern 
glossier style was used. There are no other recorded insignia, due to the fact it only lasted 
months after it was turned into a branded music channel owned by Star TV

I just forgot the year because I remember by Soc Sci II 
teacher and I were discussing this as a good move by GMA. 


Jay Sonza replaced Mike Enriquez in Saksi, kaya naging tatlo ulit ang anchors--Mel, Jay and 
Karen. When Karen left GMA, naging parang Partners: Mel and Jay ang Saksi! 


Do you remember Sefior Rey Pacheco? He used to be with DZBB. Sa Saksi naman, siya 
yung weather man. During that time, sobrang high-tech ng weather reports ng GMA, thanks 
tot he GMA Weather Center, in partnership with WeatherNews International. His counterpart 
in GMA Network News was Rachel Del Mar. 


Still on Saksi, Mike, Mel and Karen used to have their own segments. Mel had Bisig-Bayan, 
which continued her philanthropical efforts she started through Lingkod-Bayan when she 
was still in ABS-CBN; Karen had Kulang Sa Pansin, an avenue to air unnoticed problems 
such as clogged drains, open roads, etc, and Mike had Parang Di Normal, which 
showcased the supernatural. When Winnie Monsod joined Saksi, she had her own 

segment, Mareng Winnie, the opinion segment of the newscast, equivalent to PULSO of 
TV Patrol.

T" also served as creative consultant for "brigada siete" when tito sotto took 
over from the late louie beltran. 


Before becoming Dramarama sa Hapon, GMA's afternoon block earlier went on by the 
name Siesta Fiesta. During that time, it had local soaps, telenovelas, and a former 
magazine show-turned-reality show in its line up. Ang natitira mula sa Siesta Fiesta block na 
yon na nasa ere hanggang ngayon ay ang Daisy Siete na nasa 20th season na pala. Kasama 
sa dating line up ay ang Mga Pirapirasong Pangarap (hosted by Gina de Venecia), and 
Monica Brava. 


I think that around 2004 or 2005, Siesta was by that time, known by its present 

name, Dramarama sa Hapon. Its line up is cmposed of TAPE soaps airing after Daisy Siete 
(Agawin Mo Man ang Lahat, Kung Mamahalin Mo Lang Ako, etc), and GMA-produced soaps 
and anthology series (Joyride, Now and Forever, Muli, and Sinenovela). It completely 
scrapped telenovelas from its roster but had since then aired Asian dramas in its placed, 
usually airing on the 4 and 4:30 slot. Recently, Dramarama extended up until 6pm at the 
same time as Hapontastic's recent extension of its block (with the inclusion of Weekday 
Hero Zone) until 6pm. 

As for Dramathon sa Hapon, its line up also composed of local soaps (Recuerdo de Amor, 
Maid in Heaven, and Sarah the Teen Princess), and telenovelas (Clara, Cristina/Privilegio del 
Amar, Altagracia/La Mujer de Judas, Gata Salvaje, Nunca de Olvidare, Romantica, etc) as 
well as at least one reality show (Trip Ko 'to, paki-correct). 


By 2004, ABS discontinued making daytime soaps although successive soaps were placed 
on the 6pm/5:30pm slot before TV Patrol . Dramathon then was chunk full of telenovelas 
that were all just starting out in its run when ABS axed them all after declining ratings. That 
was after the first Pacquiao fight in August 2004 that was aired on ABS, the following 
Monday, Dramathon was no more and the whole afternoon block was replaced with a 2 hour 
movie block called Kapamilya Cinema which lasted well until 2008. 


The anime afternoon block (which became known as Weekday Herozone by 2006) on 
weekday afternoons survived in ABS, composed of at least 2 animes until recently. 


2005 saw the return of telenovelas in ABS's afternoon line up, Pasion de Amor (Pasion de 
Gavilalnes) and Little Amy (Amy, la nina dela muchila azul) airing around 4pm after 
Kapamilya Cinema. the block by then was now known as Hataw sa Hapon. 


2008 saw the eventual scrapping of Kapamilya Cinema (by then goes by the name, Pinoy 
Movie Hits) with its last movie airing a Camile Prats-Angelica Panganiban starrer and the 
return of daytime soaps in the 3pm slots (put into effect starting October 2007). By that 
time, the block already goes by its present name "Hapontastic", a combination of the former 
Dramathon sa Hapon block and the present and the now 30-minute anime block, Weekday 
Herozone.

Hate to say it but it's true. SOP and ASAP have been rivals for almost 10 years, a reflection 
of the network war that we have today. But what makes it bloody worse is that these 
musical variety shows are no longer much of a presentation of talented singers and versatile 
artists but were reduced into platforms of mediocrity, diva-ness, and combined human- 
technical error. 


Bukod pa doon, SOP and ASAP have somewhat gained a reputation for outdoing each other 
(in both both positive and negative aspects). Pasikatan ng artista, pa-bonggahan sa gimiks, 
pagandahan ng pagpromote ng pelikula at palabas sa TV, pataasan ng boses at pa-kiligan 
ng loveteam na pinipilit kumanta kahit hindi marunong kumanta. 


One of the biggest highlights of their television rivalry is their face-to-face live outdoor 
concerts in two separate venues within the CCP Complex. ASAP was celebrating its 10th 
anniversary on its 9th year in the Aliw Theater while GMA was celebrating it being a ratings 
winner for the first time via its Grand Kapuso Fan's Day with the Quirino Grandstand, just 
next door to Aliw. This was in October 2004. Winner? SOP5 ASAP (ASAP's duration was an 
almost disaster, it was tiringly long, the production numbers were not well organized and 
the audience was getting smaller as it enters its second hour) 


Second was again, two pre-recorded events held, this time, in the US. One was the then 
ongoing Kapamilya Summer Caravan in Pasadena, CA while the other was the GMA Pinoy TV 


launch in the San Francisco Bay Area. This took place sometime around August 2005. 
Winner? ASAP>SOP [based on ratings it was a winner but after ASAP aired an encore rerun, 
SOP lorded it over for the next several months until nakabawi uli ASAP with ABS's improving 
Sunday afternoon line-up (Your Song and Love Spell)]. 


I know there was another rivalry highlight, aalamin ko muna kung ano pa yon. 


ASAP's 10th Anniv. was in PhilSports Arena. I even remember they sang the original theme 
song during the closing credits. 


Really? But still, after Jasmine Trias's turn to sing, tumagal na masyado ang ASAP with the 
usual diva to diva song numbers nina Zsa Zsa Padilla onwards.

Ah, it was the other way around. GMA used the event as a way to reach out to the 
Cebuanos, as Cebu is known as Kapamilya country. They used a bigger venue, and the 
turnout was definitely much more than expected. SOP had a much larger crowd compared 
to ASAP. 


Nevertheless, both shows have its flaws and advantages. in technical aspects, SOP suffers 
from frequent camera switching during a production number while in other fields, ASAP is 
guilty of making artists to lyp-synch their own voices when singing even if they dont even 
know how to sing. 


But people usually don't care on such details. They watch it because they wanna see their 
favorite stars shown in TV kaya kahit flawed or mediocre, balewala na yon sa kanila.

Little did ABS-CBN notice na unti-unti nang umaangat ang viewership ng GMA. GMA did this 
by strengthening the morning and afternoon slot--by putting Sis, and of course, afternoon 
dramas and soaps, already discussed previously. Pag hapon, siyempre ang anime sa GMA 
lang. The top daytime program was Extra Extra. First conceived as a rival for Balitang K, 
eventually natalo nito ang Balitang K when Mirriam Quiambao took over the hosting job 
left by Karen Davila. The tandem of Paolo and Mirriam was so strong na kahit ano pa ang 
itapat dito, talagang natatalo. There was a time na gumaya ang ABS-CBN and gumawa

They took one step further by airing the first Koreanovela on Philippine TV--Bright Girl. 
Sumikat ang soap na ito sa hapon, and GMA started reclaiming the ratings game. GMA now 
was starting a new craze--Koreanovela. Sa primetime naman, nung natapos ang soap 

na Ang Iibigin ay Ikaw Pa Rin (Richard Gomez, Alice Dixon, Polo Ravales, Angel Locsin), 
ang ipinalit nila dito ay ang Endless Love 1. Ang daming na-in love sa Endless Love 1! Sa 
hapon naman, sinunod nila ang Koreanovelang, My Love Cindy (original title, My Love 
Patzzi), Beautiful Daysand chinovelas Love Talks and another one I forgot. Now it was 
the Asianovelas of GMA versus the Mexicanovelas of ABS-CBN. 


Pagkatapos ng Endless Love 1, sinunod ng GMA ang Endless Love 2: Winter Sonata, 
which became an instant hit, thanks to the song of Faith (then, Carmela) Cuneta and the 
story. Remember the teaser, Winter na sa Pilipinas? Plus Starstruck 1. 


In short, to claim the number 1 slot, ang ginawa ng GMA is to claim the timeslots which 
ABS-CBN is most vulnerable to--mornings, afternoons, late nights (GMA na ito dati pa), 
weekends. When ABS-CBN only held primetime, they made their move. The rest is history. 


2004 and 2005 were ABS-CBN's worst years. Sa ngayon, maayos na ang daytime schedule 
nila sa weekdays. Un nga lang vulnerable pa rin sa sudden programming changes, lalo na 
iyung mga animes na halos wala nang lugar sa hapon (buti meron pa), at mga telenovelas 
(Dos Amores which replaced Rubi was cancelled but was brought back in a pre-dawn slot 
from Fridays to Sundays). Wowowee is loved and not loved by different sectors of society. 


Compared to what was ABS's programming on daytime 5 years ago and now, mas okay a- 
ng ngayon. 


Problema lang siguro na ang hilig bigyang atensyon sa primetime. Their tendency to put a 
lot of shows within 7:30 to 11:30 pm (four hours) which is more than they could handle, 
and their unwise strategies of placing shows sa primetime in unlikeable slots (the so-called 
10:30-11:30 death slot). Siguro kaapag nagmature ang mga tao sa industriya ng TV, 
magiging okay na ang lahat. 


GMA naman had since 2004 relied on making fantasy soaps and since lately, the re- 
adaptation of works from radio, komiks, TV and film. Wishing they could again make dramas 


as it is, not always laced with fantasy and not always based on existing works. 


Sa TV5 na tayo @ Peace! Next topic! 


Unlike GMA which also focuses on its afternoon timeslots. GMA has produced very good 
Sinenovela adaptations versus mediocre ABS-CBN Sineserye versions.

Plus,most sineseryes are primetime worthy kung pagbabasehan ang production values, 
casting and grandeur.

One bad thing about this seemingly never-ending TV network war, it turn Pinoys against 
each other. Ratings does not always equate with quality kaya the basis for a good show 
should come from us. Kahit ratings ang sole lifeline ng mga TV shows, hindi siguro masama 
kung iaangat lang nila ang kalidad mga programs. 


I applaud what the minor networks on giving Philippine TV a necessary shot to the arm. 
They air quality programming devoid of the stains from the network warpath, badly-needed 
alternatives for Filipinos to watch other than just ABS and GMA. Hopefully, pagdating ng 
tamang panahon, competition will no longer be a duopoly between the two giants.

SIguro kung tatanggalin lahat ng hindi sikat na artists sa 
SOP tapos papatayin ang set designer nito at papalitan plus pagreretire-hin na si Geleen at 
ibibigay sa iba ang pagdidirek nito baka makabawi pa sila sa ASAP. 


Too bad yung mga maliliit na networks ang pinagkakaisahan ng mga malalaki, katulad ng 
ABC 5 before, nung sumikat ang TROPANG TRUMPO pinirata si OGIE and MICHAEL V ng 
GMA. Pinirata naman ng ABS si BOBOT MORTIZ at ginawang consultant (ngayon business 
unit head na). 


Tapos, the IDOL franchise ang kaisa isang maipagmamalaki ng ABC 5 pinagkainteresan din.

just my few sentimos' worth--not to stray too much out of the topic...

these two were THE biggest networks prior to EDSA 1, and a few years after that, kaya 
medyo nakakapanghinayang... 


ABC naman was a strong #3, especially during its first couple of years...as far as i can 
remember, the gap between ABC and the "big two" was not as wide as it is now...and they 
too came out with a lot of other good stuff aside from "tropang trumpo," "wow mali!" and 
"ispup" na mas naaalala ng tao (and good counter-programming, for that matter, like 'yung 
"good evening please!" every weeknight at 6pm, "B na B (baliw na baliw)", "love notes" and

programming" (think the CW and mynetworkTV) is always a good counter-move--kahit na 
ABS and GMA are also doing niche programming on their sister networks (studio 23 and Q, 
respectively)...

marami pa akong binanggit noon earlier in this thread (many, many pages ago)... 


"regal presents" kicked off primetime monday on ABS for many years. ka-back-to-back nito 
‘yung "chika chika chicks", and later, "abangan ang susunod na kabanata" (when "chika..." 
was axed). 


long before it was used as the name of ABS' film production arm, "star cinema" was the 
name of their short-lived wednesday night movie block in the '90s, where they aired all the 
other first-run pinoy movies they had na hindi produced ng regal (their first feature was 
"iputok mo, dadapa ako!" starring vic sotto and francis m., which was produced by 
octoarts). 


another primetime pinoy movie block they had in the '90s was "tagalog movie greats", aired 
on saturday nights against "FPJ sa GMA" (iba pa ito sa "sabado movie greats" which was 
more recent). 


as for foreign flicks, ang pinaka-memorable was "million dollar movies", which originally 
aired saturday nights in the late '80s, then moved to sunday nights after "the sharon cuneta 
show" (at 9pm)...ilang years din nilang ginamit ang title na 'yan, which even had a "sub- 
block" called "clusivol primetime" (sponsored by...yes, that vitamin brand), which they used 
quarterly (or every few months) for bigger movies...eventually, ABS expanded the sunday 
night "playlist" to include station-produced and foreign specials, as well as local movies-- 


thus, the many changes to the title: "megasine," "ABS-CBN presents", "sunday family 
cinema" and "sunday's best". 


as for afternoon movies, ABS also had "sine sa dos" (in the early '90s) and "sari-saring sine" 
(in the late '90s), all featuring older pinoy movies. 


I remember this opening presentation coming from ABS's sunday movie block. Para siyang 
ala-"HBO Feature Presentation" (except the one made by HBO went into existence later on) 
with it's cool graphics leading all the way until you get inside the theater in time for that 
week's feature film. 


that was for "million dollar movies" (although the title was not explicitly shown--may mga 
marquee lang all over the theater na "M$M" ang nakasulat--"M$M", of course, meaning 
"million $ (dollar) movies"). ABS was first in doing such an opening for a movie block...

Parang naalaala ko yung Kapamilya Cinema tsaka yung Cine Frista na both weekday 
afternoons. 


Kapamilya Cinema replaced the entirety of the Dramathon sa Hapon block and was on the 
air for three and a half years (counting it's tenure as Pinoy Movie Hits). It's highest rated 
feature film in the history of its run was Lastikman starring Vic Sotto. During its later years 
as "Kapamilya Cinema" nagkaroon na rin siya ng sariling opening (a scene of people buying 
movie tickets. A ticket falls inside a glass box, bearing the name 'Kapamilya Cinema'"). Its 
last feature film when it ended early 2008 was "Ang Prinsesa at ang Pulubi". It was also 
notable for airing dubbed martial arts movies on weekdays for a time, such usually air on a 
weekly basis (like Sabado Movie Greats, popular for airing Asian films like Ju-On 2 and 
Acacia). 


I remember every Wednesday or Tuesday nights, ABC-5 has its own martial arts-themed 
movie block which airs old-school shaolin movies (English-dubbed). 


Speaking of ABC na rin, they used to air a circus variety show back then called "Circus of 
the Stars". Airs Monday(?) at 10pm(?) before Big News) 


‘yang "circus of the stars" was actually an annual TV special where, as the title suggests, 
‘yung mga sikat na TV and movie stars sa US perform circus acts alongside professional 
circus artists... 


it was GMA that first aired that special each year back in the '80s until the early 
'90s...tapos, in the mid-'90s, ABC started re-airing it in 30-minute blocks every weeknight-- 
not before "the big news", but after "balitang-balita" (mga 6 or 6:30pm)...

I remember back in ABC, they used to air two religious-themed station messages to its 
viewers, one was the "Hotline to God" ad and and the "Please Pray the Rosary" ad. They 
lasted for almost a decade but was discontinued probably upon the acquisition of ABC by 
Tonyboy Cojuangco around 2004. 


During the Year of the Rosary (Oct. 2002-Oct. 2003), in preparation of the World Youth Day- 
Manila, a set of station-produced TVCs were aired on ABC in which the Aba Ginoong Maria 
was spoken in different Philippine Languages like Bicolano, Chavacano, Kapampangan, 
Cebuano, Tagalog, etc. on each of hose TVCs. 


Oh yeah! I remember this. May babae pa nga na nagsasabing "The family that prays 
together, stays together", akala ko nga si Mama Mary yun mismo eh. Takot ako sa ad na 
yan lalo na sa mukha ni Mama Mary eh. Dapat lang naman, especially Jesus, diba guys? 
pero kasi Rosary eh... 

BTW, kahit di na naeere ngayun yon, sa DWET-FM/Dream Fm naman tinuloy-tuloy hanggang 


ngayon. Slight OT lang, un-g TVC ng ABC, inere rin as an audio version sa dating Kool 106 
bago i-play ang TOH station ID nito (itutuloy sa radio memories!) 


Butch Francisco's column in the Philippine Star is always a rich source of TV memories. 
Here's his latest article dated Jan. 17, 2009: 


STO. NINO in MEDIA 


hilippine tourism gets a boost this weekend as tourists flock to Cebu to join the festivities 
marking the Queen City of the South’s Sinulog festival. 


Even television crews from various stations are flying to Cebu to cover the event as they do 
year after year. (This writer will also be there not necessarily for coverage, but to join the 
float of Flawless, which has a clinic at SM Cebu.) 


In all those years that media had been covering the annual Sinulog, it is just lamentable 
that the emphasis is mostly on the street dance, the painted faces of the revelers (and at 
times even their drunken spree) and the focus is sometimes totally taken away from the 
Sto. Niño. 


I can only hope that foreign media pay more attention to Cebu's Sto. Niño (the country's 
oldest religious image) so that the world may know about our devotion to the Child Jesus — 
in the same way that Catholics all over the globe know about the Sto. Niño de Praga in 
Czechoslovakia. 


I was never a Sto. Niño devotee, but I learned a lot about how Filipinos have always 
venerated the Child Jesus on the lap of my maternal grandmother. Since she had a brother 
who lived in Pandacan, my grandmother would tell me stories about the grand feasts there 
- about how there were two Sto. Niños: a light-colored one that was enshrined in the 
Catholic Church (the one near Nagtahan Bridge) and another that was almost black that 
belonged to the Aglipayan (Philippine Independent Church). 


As a child of three, I still remember attending a fiesta in Pandacan. It was in the house of 
my grandmother's brother, except that he was already dead by then. It was his widow who 
was our host, however, and I distinctly remember that it was there where I learned another 
meaning of the word tumbong. At that age I already knew that it was the vernacular of an 
anatomical part back there. 


But can you imagine what confusion I had in my young age when I learned that it was the 
special dessert prepared by the owner of the house? It was so special that it was served 
only to the adult guests and from my seat at the table I spied on them relishing what looked 
like a round little white object that was supposedly the tumbong and what I now imagine 
was cooked the way you prepare sweetened macapuno. 


In time I found out that tumbong is coconut embryo and for someone whose coconut is 
ignorant about, well, coconuts that’s totally alien to me. I’m sure those who were raised in 
coconut-growing regions know all about that, except that the city boy I’ve always been (we 
lack in adventure), I have yet to taste that this late in my life. 


And embarrassingly enough, I’ve never been inside the Pandacan Church (again, this late in 
my life) to pray before the image of the Sto. Niño there. I'm just never in the area. 


Neither have I been to the other church in Manila that is also dedicated to the Sto. Niño — 
in Tondo. The Sto. Niño in Tondo was very much in the news in 1972 when the image was 
stolen. People believed then that this resulted in the flooding of Central Luzon that time. But 
I wonder why the heavens would punish the innocent people of that region who had nothing 
to do with the thievery. 


That dastardly deed was eventually put on celluloid — in the movie Ibalik Mo ang Araw sa 
Mundong Makasalanan (I hope I still got the title right). Yes, the Sto. Niho had been used as 
subject for local films a couple of times in the past. 


I just have no idea how faithful Ibalik Mo ang Araw was to what really happened when 
Tondo's Sto. Niño was stolen back then. But it was a brutal film. Starring Zaldy Zhornack 
and George Estregan (now both deceased), it had a scene that showed a woman whose 
arms and legs were cut off while still alive. The parts of the Sto. Niño image were 
supposedly taken apart — and that entire sequence in the movie was supposed to have 
been symbolic. Oh, but it was gruesome and it sometimes still haunts me to this day. 


And then there was Kaibigan Ko ang Sto. Nino of Lea Productions, which introduced as child 
stars both Gina Alajar and Roderick Paulate. 


In the mid-'70s, the devotion to the Sto. Niño reached a feverish pitch that almost every 
other fashion designer had a Sto. Niño image dressed differently from the usual garb of the 
Child Jesus. There was the Sto. Niño Pescador dressed as a fisherman — plus other titles in 
accordance with the Nifio’s outfit. 


In the early ‘80s, television director Marcial Sanson even had a show on the old 
BBC-2 called Señor Sto. Niño, which dramatized weekly miracles attributed to the 
Infant Jesus. 


The Sto. Niño devotion now seems to have died down and I appeal to members of media 
covering the Sinulog festival to focus more on the Sto. Niño de Cebu instead of the merry- 
making and the street party that comes with this annual festivity.

broadcast in april 1992]) 


some stuff about the show: 

- kung hindi ako nagkakamali, "straight from the shoulder" was first aired prior to martial 
law (and also with louie beltran as host) on the old channel 11, when it was still owned by 
MBC (manila broadcasting company--the same network that owns DZRH, love radio and 
YES!FM)...the GMA broadcast, incidentally, was also produced by MBC (as you will see on 
the end credits on part 6)...i believe this is mainly due to the fact that beltran had a show 
on DZRH with the same title (which also ran until his death)...

Started in 
August of 1995, Gameplan has contributed something to the "struggling" Philippine 
television. Originally aired on GMA-7 and aired every Sundays, the original hosts were 
commercial model Paolo Abrera with buddies Rufi Parpan and Yas. 


Throughout the years, there were so many changes, from hosts to networks to OBBs. Until 


it laid in rest in June 30, 2007, almost 12 years. 


Their main competitor is ABS-CBN's Sports Unlimited which had basketball star Vince Hizon 
and tennis player Dyan Castellejo, which was still on air until today. Thou, they are not 
common in schedules.

Heto iyung vid nung rebranding ng GMA when they popularized the trademark term 
"Kapuso" starting with the term's launching on SOP. I remember that time (nung umaga), 
the previous GMA on-screen logo was nowhere to be seen. Months prior to that, GMA was 
already giving hints of its rebranding (and I thought then it was only for the then upcoming 
World Meeting of Families). 


that rebranding was gradual, if i remember right... 


around late 2001 or early 2002, though GMA still used the last rainbow logo as their on- 
screen bug (until the day before the rebrand), most, if not all of their print/outdoor ads and 
on-air plugs slowly got rid of the rainbow, and used only the "GMA" part of the logo, same 
font and everything, alongside the tagline, "walang kasingkulay ang buhay". during that 
"interim period" between the temporary branding and what would become the "kapuso" 
rebranding, akala ko, 'yung "walang kasingkulay..." na ang magiging bagong long-time 
slogan ng network... 


and then came october...a week or two (or even three) before the rebrand's launch, they 
came out with a teaser that played a brief part of the GMA "kapuso" jingle intro, with the 
copy going like this: 


"iisang puso...iisang damdamin...ang makulay ninyong buhay, magiging lalong makulay..." 


seeing the last line in the teaser made me think, back then, na that was it--major 
rebranding/logo change na ang mangyayari for GMA that month. 


meanwhile, that same sunday (october 27, '02) when GMA launched the "kapuso" branding, 
ABS, i think, launched its christmas campaign naman on "ASAP"-- "isang pamilya, isang puso 
ngayong pasko"...prior to that, panay rin ang teasers nila that simply went, "it has never 
been this BIG..."...i loved the re-arrangement they did to the song "put a little love in your 
heart" (which, as sung by carol banawa, was used as the theme song for that holiday 
campaign) na medyo dinagdagan pa nila ng original tagalog lyrics ("buksan ang 'yong puso 
at liliwanag ang mundo...").

Speaking of which, the PR franchised returned on Philippine TV (through ABS and CN 
Philippines) after several years starting with Wild Force (They should have started with Time 
Force if you ask me), which was the first PR series to be dubbed in Filipino on ABS, followed 
by Ninja Storm (first PR to air on HeroTV), then Dino Thunder (which marked the return of 
Mighty Morphin's Tommy Oliver as a main character), SPD:Space Patrol Delta, Mystic Force, 
Operation Overdrive (so far aired first by CN Philippines).

Studio 23's Nginiiig the Hidden Files and Nginiiig Paranormal Investigations 
at iyung investigative "horror" program ni Connie Sison sa ABS noon 
Verum EST- Connie Sison and Tony Velasquez 


Rare na magkaroon ng "over-the-weekend" companion shows sa pagitan ng ABS at ng 
Studio 23, especially when it comes to in-house productions (not the foreign franchised 
shows imported from Endemol etc). Nginiiig I think is one of the first of its kind to air as a 
"two-in-one" show (as it was the original premise of the show). On ABS, they'll air the 
dramatized horror story (in a 1-2 part anthology format) with snippets of the Nginiig 
paranormal team investigating the cases in question airing during the duration of the 
Saturday edition. 


Just before the episode's end, 23 would then air its promo of the second half of the show, 
dubbed "The Hidden Files", for the following day (Sundays). 


Hidden Files, for its part, is the opposite of the Saturday edition of Nginiiig. It focused more 
on the actual investigation of paranormal experts (including scenes of exorcism) with clips 
of the ABS edition. 


This worked well until the tragic death of director Luigi Santiago, who was one of the 
pioneers in revolutionizing Philippine TV through the introduction and popularity of the "film 
look" of taped shows which now make up a large chunk of television shows produced locally 
by the major networks (including ABC and RPN which aired). 


The void left by Santiago affected the quality of the Nginiiig franchise as seen by the last 
few episodes been seen (in my viewpoint) as no longer equally thrilling as before (but 
nevertheless still has that "moral of the story" part at the show's end). The Saturday edition 
was cancelled but Nginiiig continued to live on through Studio 23 with the revamping of The 
Hidden Files as "Nginiiig Paranormal Investigations". 


NPI, which began airing on Nginiig's third or fourth year (around 2005), was originally 
hosted by Jhong Hilario, Danilo Barrios, and Spencer Reyes. Spencer left and was replaced 
by another Streetboy whom I don't really recognize except he always wear shades (He's 
part of Gagamboy is what I know about him unless I'm mistaken). NPI's premise is about 
investigating paranormal cases and finding out whether or not it is fact or hoax. 


NPI lasted only a year but it ended on a high note. Nginiiig then paved the way for more 
“film look" taped shows since then.

'yung "arangkada Xtra balita" or AXB (as they abbreviated it) would be considered a brand 
extension of sorts for RPN's noontime newscast back then called "arangkada: balita sa 
tanghali" (which was then anchored by RPN news veteran dody lacuna)... 


at 10:30pm naman, the network aired "primetime balita"--original anchors were buddy lopa 
(another long-time RPN reporter by then) and angelique lazo. lopa would be later 
substituted by jay esteban (who now co-anchors the late edition of "newswatch"...he is also 
the husband of '80s teen star/singer lilet). 


their "experiment" with an all-vernacular newscast line-up wouldn't last too long, though. 
the network bowed out of the early-evening/late-afternoon newscast "race" for a while (at 
least, until around 2006 when they premiered "RPN aksyon news" with erwin tulfo, which 
would later become "newswatch aksyon balita"), as AXB was, in essence, merged with 
"arangkada: balita sa tanghali" on the noon hour, resulting in the noon newscast being 
retitled "arangkada balita"--by that time, angelique lazo became the newscast's sole anchor. 
samantala, "primetime balita" was dropped, as RPN returned to having a late-night english 


newscast (and reviving the "newswatch" brand) with "newswatch now" (with eric eloriaga 
and cristina peczon).

"seeing stars with joe quirino" ran the longest (in terms of airtime) during its years on IBC--it aired 
sunday nights from 8 (or 8:30) to about 10:30 or 11pm... 


JQ's show and its competition, "penthouse 7" (which aired from 9:00-11:00pm naman) were, 
apparently, a study in contrast..."penthouse 7", with all that dancing, obviously catered to the younger 
set and the A-B crowd (as its network was, back then)...JQ, on the other hand, with all the celeb 
guests he had, catered more to the masa audience...

Friday nights have always been cartoon nights for 90's babies like me. Quite a number 
western and japanese animated and live series have aired here. Some notable ones are: 
Fushigi Yuugi, Ghost fighter (although this was aired I think MWF), SPiderman, Power 
rangers, Transformers Beast Machines and Beast Wars, etc. 


It all changed though when competing cable channels (Pre-Animax era AXN) and Cartoon 
Network (Asia) began airing primetime cartoon series every night, 5 days a week. Even the 
then emerging Solar also aired animes, although they usually air on or before 6pm (before 
kicking their primetime sched with their North American shows). 


GMA aired a tagalized dubbed version of Fushigi Yuugi 9pm(?) every Friday after GMA's 


roster of soaps. When then upcoming AXN began gaining prominence for airing animes 5 
days a week (like Grander Musashi, Ayashi No Ceres) , they began airing an English-dubbed 
version of Fushigi Yuugi, which quickly became ahead of the usual Friday GMA broadcast of 
the still airing Tagalog-dub in terms of episodes already aired (nung namatay sa bundok si 
Nuriko). I'm not sure if 7 went on airing the show but back then, I already had a feeling that 
it'll be discontinued because of the possibility that viewership may have shifted already to 
the now ahead episodes airing on cable (at least that's how I view it) 


Lalo pa nung AXN, at its height as an anime powerhouse, began airing OVA's of popular 
animes, among them was FY. 


Local channels began moving their animes on earlier slots away from primetime and began 
to settle in the late afternoon sched before the 2 big networks started moving their animes 
further earlier into the weekday morning slots. 


at nagsimula 'yang friday anime block na 'yan, if i remember right, when GMA re-aired the 
original "pinoy english" dubs of "voltes v" and "daimos", and started airing "pokemon" too, 
all right before "bubble gang". 


i admit, i'm not an anime fan at all, but i always loved the creativity behind the anime plugs 
GMA had back then (when the network, during the boom of anime on free TV, proudly 
declared, "we are anime!"), like the emotionally-charged ones for "daimos" and "voltes v", 
or the video game-like series of plugs for "ghost fighter"...okay rin pumili ng music 'yung 
mga naging producers/editors ng plugs na ‘yun...

Some of them are: 1) A 2004 
telesine that tackles the issue of leprosy and the challenge of faith in God(If i remembered it 
right, Manilyn Reynes was in it), 2) Another 2004 telesine starring Alessandra de Rossi who 
plays a young woman who was given a choice to be a miracle woman or remain an ordinary 
girl to herself and to her family and friends. 


2. RPN used to air until 2007 a TV movie about a Catholic Vietnamese family. It's about a 
boy who, despite getting himself into trouble because of racial discrimination, still remained 
a caring brother to his sister (who was pilay), and an obedient son to his janitor father (who 
thought him martial arts as a means only to protect the good and never an offensive against 
anyone) 


3. ABS used to have Lenten specials aired during the Holy Week starring the hosts of 
Magandang Tanghali Bayan. Too bad they never got to continue that tradition after MTB was 
canceled. Despite that, they always air movie marathons. Among the usual line up of Lenten 
specials is the movie "Himala" starring Nora Aunor. 


4. QTV when it was still starting out, was on regular programming during Holy Week 2006. 


5. Studio 23 on the other hand is known for airing Lenten specials, movie marathons of 
biblical movies and TV show marathons. Madalas 7th Heaven (right now, 23 is airing a 
marathon of the show's 11th and final season until tomorrow. Half of the season is currently 
being aired right now since 11 am. The remainder will get airtime on Good Friday).

audience in their usual cheery, celebratory mood (and it was live pa, if i remember right) 
during what should be a time for quiet reflection...buti na lang, hindi na 'yun ginawa ng ABS 
the following year. 


it was also on a good friday when, as a lot of us remember, the news of rico yan's death 
broke out. cinema one just aired a news crawler repeatedly that day, while ABS (which was 
off the air that time) only signed on for a few minutes later in the evening para lang ibalita

it was studio 23 that started "breaking away" from "traditional" holy week programming 
gradually, with their movie, "oprah" and "7th heaven" marathons...

World Tonight and special episodes of certain ABS shows), we found out about the death of 
Rico on an episode of Balitang K(?) (2002). I remember there was this fan of his who 
recited a poem dedicated to the poor guy.

1974--by then, their noontime show was already entitled "ariel con tina", which would go on 
for another year or so.

Most cartoons aired on CN came from the archived libraries of Turner and Hannah-Barbara 
before Time Warner absorbed these libraries and subsequently replaced the shows with 
original programming coming from its own Cartoon Network Productions. 


Fun fact too: Many of our well-loved Hannah-Barbara cartoons were drawn by Filipinos 
employed by HB on one of its offices/animation studios in the Philippines. Among them is 
the Flinstones. 


Several Pinoy-made cartoons were first aired in other countries like the US and Malaysia 
before they were later aired in their country of birth. Among them is "Legend of the Dragon" 
(Airs on HeroTV and QTV), Hulk Hogan on ABC 5, Lat the Kampung Boy and Growing Up 
Creepie (Nickelodeon-Philippines/Viacom), and Bola Kampung (Disney Channel-Asia).

Chang.

The summer I met Tita Munoz

Tita Murioz lent her great talent to theater, radio, film and television. 


We are now in the peak of summer - when it is at its hottest, at its prickliest. But I try not 
to complain because I know that -- like in many summers past -- it will go away when the 
rains come next month. And this is one summer that will most likely also be forgotten like 
the rest. 


People in entertainment are no different from summers. Very few remember them when 
they leave. 


It was also at the height of summer when I met Tita Muñoz for the first and last time in 
2000. A couple of months prior to that meeting, | got a frantic call from a concerned Rosa 
Rosal who heard or read somewhere that Tita Muñoz wasn't well and that she kept falling 
and was all alone in her house. Ms. Rosal wanted to help and asked if knew how to get in 
touch with Tita. Sadly, | didn't. 


Then one day I got an assignment from Startalk to interview Tita Muñoz. We were to visit 
her at Hospicio de San Jose on the Isla de Convalesencia off Ayala Bridge in Manila. 


While she wasn’t in the pinkest of health and was walking around with a cane, she still tried 
to stand erect. Coifed and still pretty, she didn’t look sick at all. And no, she didn’t look 
pitiable — that much she made sure. Oh, and there was still that unmistakable regal 
bearing. 


Since it was only our first meeting, | didn’t think I was in the position to ask her why she 
wasn't with family. She had famous nephews: brothers Carlo and Leandro Muñoz, two very 
talented actors who were not only popular that time, but were also starting to become the 
critics’ favorites. Unfortunately, they eventually decided to embrace the stateside way of life 
when they got the opportunity to live in the West Coast. 


Carlo and Leandro were the kids of her younger brother and she was proud of their 
achievements. But she didn’t want to burden them or anyone else for that matter with her 
condition. 


| immediately sensed that Tita Muñoz was the type who wanted her independence and was 
happy being alone. | didn’t think she would have had it any other way. To begin with, she 
wasn't a charity case even if she was living in Hospicio de San Jose. | think she paid rent (but 
| didn’t confirm that) because she had a room to herself. And it was a pretty room — neat 
and orderly. She had her own TV set and best of all the room assigned to her was only a few 
steps away from the chapel where she regularly prayed. Hospicio de San Jose is also a very 
beautiful community — well-kept and safe. There they let her be. Maybe that was the life 
she wanted and it wasn’t so bad — no, not bad at all. After seeing her, in fact, | was no 
longer afraid to grow old — even alone. 


In her youth, Tita Muñoz was celebrated for her beauty. Even Armida Siguion-Reyna had a 
girl crush on her. Then living in San Juan, Armida recalls that when she was in her teens, she 
would always look out the window to get a glimpse of Tita Muñoz walk to the Church of 
Pinaglabanan. 


In time, Tita started acting on the legitimate stage and eventually became theater royalty. 
“But Daisy Avellana will always be the First Lady of Philippine Theater” - that she pointed 
out to me. 


Tita also became a famous radio talent and from there the transition to film was easy. She 
played leading lady to some of the more popular actors of the ‘50s and among them was the 
late Fred Montilla. Later, she also appeared in foreign films and one of those was Flight of 
the Sparrow. A truly significant film she did in her latter years was Chito Rorio's Itanong Mo 
sa Buwan, which was released in December 1988. She was cast as the haughty mother of 
Anjo Yllana, who played a mama's boy -- to the frustration of wife Jaclyn Jose. The film went 
on to win Best Picture in the Gawad Urian. 


On television in the “60s, she was also the Queen of Endorsements. But unlike Sharon 
Cuneta, KC Concepcion and Marian Rivera who would spend a whole day shooting for a 
commercial and wait for the finished product to be edited and shown on TV, Tita went to the 
television studio night after night and did the endorsement live during commercial breaks. 
But she was greatly rewarded for the effort: P75 a night, which was huge in those days 
when the exchange rate was P4-51. 


Although her body of work wasn't as huge compared to other veteran actresses, she 
commanded the same respect from the industry. Colleagues were also always concerned 
with her well-being, especially during the times she was having those series of strokes.

Just realized that many of the animes aired on AXN back in the day are distributed 
exclusively by Sony, which owns AXN and Animax. 


Although there was an existing Animax channel in Japan before expanding worldwide, Sony 
and ABS-CBN made a blocktime agreement of airing animes and western cartoons (owned 
and distributed by Sony of course) in one block every Sunday mornings called the "Animax" 
block. The block has its own opening and closing sequence, both set in a rollercoaster ride 
which signifies that start and end of the block's duration for the week, respectively.

Jackie Chan Adventures (was momentarily stopped after its penultimate season when the

Beatrice Arthur, the star of the hit shows Maude and The Golden Girls, died Saturday at age 
86. 


Arthur died peacefully at her Los Angeles home early Saturday with her family at her side, a 
family spokesperson tells the Associated Press. The actress, who had cancer, would have 


turned 87 on May 13. 


Arthur first portrayed the outspoken and liberal Maude Finley in the Norman Lear comedy 
series All in the Family. So much did she impress CBS executives that they soon fast-tracked 
Maude, a spin-off for her brassy character. 


Maude debuted in 1972; Arthur won an Emmy for the role five years later. During the 
show's run, Maude famously underwent an abortion, creating a firestorm of controversy and 
making the character a symbol of the feminist movement. 

In 1985, seven years after Maude signed off, Arthur resurfaced as one of the Golden Girls in 
an NBC comedy that would go on to earn 10 Emmys, including two for best comedy series 
and individual kudos for Arthur and costars Estelle Getty (who passed away last July), Betty 
White and Rue McClanahan. 


Arthur's accolades also include a Tony Award in 1966, for her portrayal of Vera Charles 
opposite Angela Lansbury's Mame.

Then during the second season, TGiS created a noise in the showbiz industry. Bobby 
Andrews, Red Sternberg, Michael Flores, Raven Villanueva and new addition Onemig Bondoc 
had their own legions of fans around the country. Their first movie together, "Takot ka ba sa 
Dilim" was a phenomenal hit at the box office. Enough for ABS-CBN to pull the plug on its 
Saturday game show "Game na Game Na" and put in a clone in "Gimik" that starred Judy 
Ann Santos, Rico Yan, Diether Ocampo, G Toengi and Patrick Garcia, among others. 


GMA and Viva's gambit to move the original TGiS gang to primetime via "Growing Up" in 
1997 proved to be successful as well. However, frequent casting changes in the show took 
its toll on the show itself in 1998. We have seen Raven Villanueva took a leave of absence 
when she eloped with Gimik's Diego Castro (who later made ober da bakod to "Growing 
Up"), Rica Peralejo switching loyalties from GMA to ABS to join "Gimik", Donna Cruz leaving 
"Growing Up"'s first season to tie the knot with Dr. Yong Larrazabal of Cebu. Heck, even 
Angelu de Leon had to leave the show as well due to her pregnancy thanks to no-good 
action star Joko Diaz! I remember feeling sad when TV talk shows and newspapers 
bannered Angelu's date with the stork, to think that she was GMA's best bet among female 
young stars that can compete against Claudine Barretto and Judy Ann Santos. But oh well, 
that's life.... 


TGiS' second batch didn't do bad either. Dingdong Dantes, Polo Ravales, Antoinette Taus, 


Sunshine Dizon, Kim delos Santos, Dino Guevarra had their own following. Like their "ates 
and kuyas" in the first batch of TGiS, they were doomed to fail in showbusiness at the start 
when most of the 90s generation were dominated by mostly ABS stars.

As we all know, with the game mechanics being changed again last May 2008 saw a 
completely different but somewhat reminiscent version of the theme.

‘Charmed’ celebrates 


womanhood in all its glory

EVER heard feminists lament that young women today take women's rights for granted? 
Finally, someone has done something about it by creating a television series that not only 
encourages women's empowerment but celebrates womanhood in all its glory, with all its 
strength, grace, compassion and nurturing. 


"Charmed," which had its Philippine debut on Studio 23 on March 1, is the story of the 
sisters Halliwell, who inherit their grandmother's house after her death only to discover that 
they come from a long line of witches that dates back to the 17th century. 


Prue, played by Shannen Doherty ("Beverly Hills 90210"), is the eldest of the sisters and 
the most motherly of them all. Responsible and reliable, she is the one most in touch with 
her inner voice and intuition. In the debut episode, her ex-fiance boss Roger claims the 
credit for an exhibit she is curating and takes the show away from her. 


Incensed, she quits and leaves the loser in the middle of preparations for the show. "I 
thought breaking up with you was the best thing I'd done but this definitely tops that," she 
declares. Talk about taking control of your life. Way to go, Prue! 


Aspiring chef 


Middle sister Piper, an aspiring chef played by Holly Marie Combs ("Picket Fences"), is the 
calm voice of reason who acts as a go-between with her feuding sisters. Without Prue's 
knowledge, she invites their youngest sister Phoebe, played by Alyssa Milano ("Who's The 
Boss?"), to move into their recently inherited home. Prue believes Phoebe had some sort of 
fling with her ex. Phoebe denies it, exclaiming, "I never touched Roger. You think otherwise 
cause that's what the Armani-wearing, Chardonnay-chugging trust-funder told you." 


Phoebe, the youngest of the three, is the free spirit, the instigator who goes up to the attic, 
finds the dusty "Books of Shadows" and gives herself and her sisters the special powers 
they are destined to wield by reading the book's incantation. Prue has the ability to move 
objects with her mind, Piper can stop time and Phoebe can see the future. 


Not without a good dose of wit and social commentary, the script is peppered with twenty- 
something humor and memorable one-liners. "One minute I'm a member of the Y 
Generation with average hair and a thing for decaffeinated beverages and the next I'ma 
witch," marvels Phoebe. 


Drugstore 


Ever logical, Prue at first doubts that she has any special powers and it's up to Phoebe to 
show Prue that she can move objects when she's upset. "Roger," yells out Phoebe in a 


drugstore, and aspirin bottles come flying off the counter. "Dad!" she yells, revealing an as- 
yet undisclosed problem Prue has with her father, and half the merchandise flies off the 
shelves. "With how much you hold inside you should be a lethal weapon by now," deadpans 
Phoebe. 


One of the striking things about this series is that men, rather than women (as is the 
stereotype in Hollywood) are portrayed as the seducers, the evil ones disguised in 
attractive, sexy packages. 


In the episode's opening scene, we are witness to a brutal stabbing, the first of three 
murders. It turns out that Jeremy, Piper's sweet hunk of a boyfriend, is the murderer, a 
warlock sent to kill the sisters and rid them of their power to do good in the world. 


"The power of three will set us free," chant the sisters, holding hands and concentrating 
their energies on Jeremy. "The power of three will set us free." 


Warlock in disguise 


And it does. Jeremy is destroyed to smithereens and we are told to tune in next week, when 
a dashing photographer turns out to be a warlock in disguise. 


"Women, unite against evil," we can almost hear the sisters say. "Your instinct and intuition 
will set you free!" 


If the first episode is anything to go by, Aaron Spelling has got a one-of-a-kind hit here that 
ironically takes formulas from other successful shows to create its own unique appeal. 
"Charmed" manages to pick upon the current fascination for the occult (think "The X-Files"), 
appeal to the trendy twenty-something crowd (think Shannen and her sisters in the latest 
fashions), and intrigue women of all ages by posing deeper questions about women's 
identity, morality and spirituality. 


This is a show worth watching. How much of the enlightened and enlightening feminist 
perspective is due to the show's creator, a certain Constance M. Burge, we wonder? 
("Charmed" airs every Monday night on Studio 23 at 9 p.m.)

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(First of a series) 
GMA 7 marked its 59th anniversary with an extravaganza staged last night at the Araneta 


Coliseum. Billed as One Glamorous Night: Greater and Grateful at 59, the show will be aired 
under the Sunday Night Box-Office (SNBO) banner on June 28, most likely after Ful Haus. 


GMA — then known as Republic Broadcasting System — began its operations (but radio 
only) in 1950. Television didn’t come until more than a decade later. 


Unlike today, where everything you see is local production — save for a couple of Korean 
telenovelas that are even dubbed in Tagalog — most shows on Channel 7 in the past were 
canned programs (the most popular in the US): Combat, Mission Impossible, Sunset Strip, 
Charlie’s Angels, Three’s Company, The Golden Girls, etc. 


Until the ‘80s, the network’s prime market was the A-B crowd. But Channel 7 wasn’t exactly 
lacking in good local productions in those days. The few that it had were among the best 
produced and starting in this series, I will go down memory lane and share with you my 
favorite local shows on GMA 7 from the past to the present. 


Uncle Bob’s Lucky 7 Club — What kid of my generation didn’t watch this children’s show 
hosted by Channel 7’s founder, Bob Stewart (he died only a few years ago in Arizona)? Oh, 
those were the relaxed days of television — unlike today where every minute is so precious: 
You are given only a minute or two to interview a celebrity guest who spent hours in the 
beauty salon and even longer on the road to get to the station. The way Uncle Bob 
conducted his show — it seemed like he had all the time in the world (nobody could rush 
him to begin with — he owned the network). What I couldn’t forget about this program were 
the latest toy models — mostly robots — that were endorsed by Uncle Bob. Although that 
awakened the covetous side in me, it taught me how to strive harder to attain what I want 
in life. And yes, I still have a few pieces of those toys I saw in Uncle Bob’s Lucky 7 Club — 
reminders of the early days of Channel 7. 


Baltic & Co. — Based on the comic strip by Ronnie Santiago of the Manila Bulletin (one of 
the three dailies allowed to operate during martial law), this comedy, which premiered in 
1974, was about office life and among its mainstays were Angelo Castro Jr. (he was a TV- 
movie actor before he got into broadcasting), Menchu Genato (now Mrs. Quinito Henson and 
also Tita Maggi in the noodle soup commercial), Mely Tagasa a.k.a. Miss Tapia (she still used 
the same name when she did Iskul Bukol four years later) and the late Bert Marcelo and 
Ricky Manalo. The show featured respected guest performers and among them was no less 
than the late great Rita Gomez, who played a sidewalk vendor and gamely allowed herself 
to be deglamorized for the part. 


Kapwa Ko, Mahal Ko — Public service programs (especially of this type) are usually 
depressing to watch. But with Rosa Rosal there and then you throw in Orly Mercado, you 
have an engaging tandem. If there was one thing viewers learned from Kapwa Ko, Mahal 
Ko, it was how to share what you have with the less fortunate. Of course, the church had 
been preaching that from the beginning. But there’s nothing like the influence of television 
to send the message across. 


Student Canteen II — I say II because the original Student Canteen was born on radio and 
was first telecast on ABS-CBN in the early ‘60s. In January 1975, however, this lunchtime 
show was revived on GMA 7 with Eddie Ilarde, Pepe Pimentel, the late Bobby Ledesma and 


Coney Reyes. For seven solid years, it was the king of noontime programs. 


Discorama — Tito, Vic & Joey first worked together in the gag show Okay Lang in 1973 on 
Channel 13 (along with the APO, who would later become their rival). But it was in this 
Saturday early evening variety program Discorama where the now-legendary trio gained 
national prominence. Although the real star of the show was Bobby Ledesma, Tito, Vic & 
Joey developed their own following among TV viewers — thanks to their Tough Ten hits, 
which spoofed current hit songs around that period. 


Tanghalan — A PETA production in cooperation with the Social Communication Center, this 
was a drama anthology (aired every Wednesday from 8 to 9 p.m.) with Lino Brocka 
directing each episode. The show was daring, especially that time when people were more 
conservative and living in fear under martial law rule. But it dared tackle social issues — like 
poverty and prostitution. One of its early episodes was Orlando Nadres’ Paraisong Parisukat, 
which is about exploitation in the work place (in a shoe store). Its female lead was Melvi 
Pacubas. When Paraisong Parisukat was turned into a movie in 1976, Alma Moreno became 
the leading lady. Less than two decades later, Jose Javier Reyes did a remake with Joyce 
Jimenez, but the material no longer worked, sadly. 


Penthouse Seven — A descendant of Dancetime with Chito (the first ever local production of 
Channel 7), it was hosted by Archie Lacson, who was one of the dancers of the ‘60s dance 
show. Piloting in 1975, it aired every Sunday very late at night and it featured the latest in 
disco trends, plus Latin dances. One of the mainstays of the program was Ida Henares, who 
eventually became the head of the GMA Artist Center. From the dance floor below, she has 
moved up to the executive offices upstairs (that’s what I call success). Penthouse Seven was 
actually viewed by both the sosyal and the social climber and so it was assured of a captive 
audience. Strangely enough, it was canceled without warning. Pope John Paul II arrived in 
February 1981 and the show was pre-empted to give way to the Papal coverage and never 
returned. When the former Penthouse Dancers (Ronnie Henares, Gina Valenciano — plus the 
other members who even flew in from the US) had a reunion dance concert last year, I 
asked them why it was canceled, but no one knew the answer (it was still a popular show 
when it disappeared). It remains one of the big mysteries in the history of local TV to this 
day. 


Ms.Ellaneous — Until the mid-'70s, if you were an unmarried woman, you were formally 
addressed as Miss. But advocates of the women’s liberation movement insisted on being 
called Ms. — married or unmarried, just like Mr. When GMA 7 therefore launched on July 7, 
1977 a show featuring three female hosts — Tina Revilla, Ma-an Hontiveros and Yogi 
Diminguez — they called it Ms.Ellaneous. The title was apt because the content of the show 
was, well, miscellaneous: It was talk, instructional, quiz, documentary and even game. 
Directed by Maria Montelibano (the late Mitos Villarreal eventually took over), it will go down 
history as among the most polished programs when it came to presentation and with 
substantial content to boot. It is unequaled to this day.

The highlight of the GMA 7 grand anniversary — billed as One Glamorous Night: Greater and 
Grateful at 59 — staged last Friday at the Araneta Coliseum (to be telecast this Sunday, 
June 28) was the parade of the hundreds of stars of the Kapuso network. 


Yes, GMA 7 is 59 — starting out as a radio station in 1950. Since it opened its television 
network in 1961, it had seen a parade of top quality programs — both local and foreign. 


Last Saturday, I began making a list of my favorite local GMA 7 shows from as far as my 
memory can recall. Here is the conclusion: 


Pamilya Bato-Balani — This comedy is about two warring families — next-door neighbors, 
actually. With Apeng Daldal and Metring David in the lead, its comic style required the best 
of timing and this was delivered on the dot all the time by the two vaudeville veterans 


Late Night With June & Johnny — June Keithley and Johnny Litton capped the week with 
their very interesting on-air banter with guests, who came from different fields. There was 
the Bionic Boy, who — so Rene Mariano later told me — turned out to be a hoax, Leo 
Parungao and his dwarfs and an odd assortment of faith healers. But the line-up of guests 
most viewers looked forward to were the celebrity friends of both June and Johnny: Mitch 
Valdes, Ronnie Henares, Ed Gatchalian, Ma-an Hontiveros and even Bibeth Orteza. It was 
like they were letting us in into their private world. June and Johnny also began the tradition 
of roasting a birthday celebrator (it was actually picked up from the show of Dean Martin) 


and soon after, every other local program was doing it — even in private birthday parties. 
Again, that’s the influence of television. 


Two for the Road — Aired Monday nights, this show had its beginnings in pre-martial law 
ABS-CBN with Elvira Manahan and Eddie Mercado hosting and Nestor U. Torre directing. 
When it was revived in the late ‘70s, it had a brief stint on Channel 4 (with Nestor as Elvira's 
co-host) before it found its final home on GMA 7. The show could have gone on, except that 
in 1986, Nestor joined the cast of Eddie Romero’s The King and the Emperor that was shot 
in China for six months. Before he could even return to the show (they got guest co-hosts in 
his absence), Elvira had been murdered in her Forbes Park home. 


Prinsipe Abante — A spoof of the classic Clodualdo del Mundo Sr. work (aired on radio) by 
Bert Marcelo. Aired early evenings, it was the funniest, especially the rapport between Bert 
and Bayani Casimiro, who played the king. 


Kahapon Lamang — An Eddie Ilarde-annotated radio show transported into television, it 
sometimes featured daring themes. One never made it on air because the censors (then 
under the military) didn't allow it: A story of incest starring Joey de Leon. 


Lovingly Yours, Helen — Originally a radio program, this drama/counseling show debuted on 
TV in October 1980. Not your usual sappy melodrama where characters scream and slap 
each other around, it won a lot of critical acclaim and was even recognized by the Gawad 
CCP Para sa Telebisyon. This Sunday afternoon drama still went on air for a while even after 
Helen Vela’s death on Feb. 14, 1992. Daughter Princess Punzalan carried on with it, but 
nothing beats the original. The show packed up and Princess later became an award-winning 
villainess on ABS-CBN. She is now happily married to an American and currently works in a 
bank in LA. 


Viewpoint — Piloting the year after the assassination of Sen. Benigno Aquino Jr., it was 
fearless. Its anchor, lawyer Dong Puno, interviewed a lot of political personalities with anti- 
Marcos sentiments. To this day, I salute lawyer Puno for having started that public affairs 
program. 


Lunch Date — This noontime show took over Student Canteen in 1986 and was hosted by 
Orly Mercado, Rico J. Puno, Chiqui Hollmann and Toni Rose Gayda. When Randy Santiago 
was taken in the year after, he — with his pair of shades — became an instant sensation and 
the show lorded it over in the noontime slot. A lot of other talents later hosted this show: 
Tina Revilla, Louie Heredia, Ai-Ai de las Alas, Lito Pimentel, Verni Varga and for a while, 
Pilita Corrales. 


Tanghalan ng Kampeon — This talent search was Wilma Galvante’s brainchild when she was 
with Channel 9. When she later moved to GMA 7 where she is now Senior Vice President for 
Entertainment TV, she brought it with her and the show became an even bigger hit — what 
with the winnable tandem of Pilita Corrales and Bert Marcelo. 


GMA Tele-sine — Imagine a made-for-TV-movie every week? I don’t know how the network 


managed (expenses and all), but it did and viewers had a feast every Sunday evening 
watching a new TV movie with big stars in it. 


Kapuso Mo, Jessica Soho — Jessica is able to come up with polished stories every week — 
thanks to excellent research and getting the proper angles (every newsman with the eye 
and instinct knows this). 


Imbestigador — Hard-hitting and courageous, this public service program anchored by Mike 
Enriquez teaches people from all areas (especially the public servants) to behave. 


Case Unclosed — I like history and going back to the past and this is what this news and 
public affairs program does every week — tracing stories that didn’t have closure. 


Family Feud — I got so addicted to this game show hosted by Richard Gomez — to the point 
that it was already running my schedule and my life. I know it’s making a comeback soon. 
Oh no, there goes my life and schedule again. 


Eat, Bulaga! — GMA 7 is its third home and there is an industry belief that wherever it is 
aired, the network becomes Number One. 


Startalk -- It's my all-time favorite show for obvious reasons.

Got to sneak-in again in DLSU to read on that Kapitan book once more and read more on 
Philippine TV history although some may have already posted what's written below: 


1. ABS took the first step on introducing color TV in the Philippines although the problem 
lies with the availability of TV sets that could carry color broadcast signals at a time when 
TV in the country is still in B/W. 


2. As I've posted earlier at the sister thread, according to "Kapitan", ABS's news division is 
not exactly the best among the best during its early years. The division only had a few 
employees, with one guy (I couldn't recall the name, his name starts with an H--- I think). 


2. ABC-5 was the best place for viewers to tune in for news because of the reputation the 
Roces had built with the Manila Times while the Lopezes' Manila Chronicle is not "strong" 
yet. 


3. Geny Lopez wanted to give equal emphasis on both entertainment and news so as history 
foretold, the news division began to catch up in the competition. 


4. "The World Tonight" made its debut in the 1960's and its name was derived from a 
foreign broadcasting network's news prgram titled "The World Today". It first aired on CBN- 


9 then later jumped ABS-3. I skipped some parts but I'm guessing it was discontinued 
following the implementation of Martial Law (Hard to rely on Wiki these days). it resurfaced 
again as ABS-CBN's late night news program and eventually jumping once again to another 
channel, this time on cable: ANC. 


5. Hal Bowie I'm guessing was the first anchor of The World Tonight (Source: Wiki). Back 
then, ABS doesn't have the capability just yet to do news gathering of its own. The format 
of their news programs are as simple as having to read the news from a newspaper. ABS 
also found it hard to secure advertisers. they had one, Caltex, but had to back out because 
of the Chronicle being "political". 


6. Even before, the news division was plagued with technical errors, bloopers and unwanted 
attention. Examples are: 1)Wrong footage was shown while the anchor was delivering a 
rather different story, 2)Again, I can't recall though if this is Hal Bowie pero nakasulat doon 
that the anchor was a heavy smoker. The smoking took its toll while he was doing a live 
show, he coughed and cough some more until he had to stop from what he was doing 
because of his coughing. The program took a good 10 minutes or so before it cut to a 
commercial break. The good thing: He stopped smoking since. 


7. It was Geny Lopez's dream of setting up a 24/7 all-news station. Before ANC, there was 
Radyo Reloj but it was an immense failure because most stations at the time were a mixture 
of sorts: Entertainments, news, and both. The establishment of ANC (initially Sarimanok 
News Network) was the realization of that dream. @ 


8. The Big News and The World Tonight was described in the book as not just "rivals" but 
also "professional friends" (Need to recheck that detail soon.)

i would think na, bukod sa ABC (which had "ER", "friends" and "frasier" on their primetime 
sked), nagkaroon ng mas matinding competition sa pagpili ng foreign shows ang RPN when 
studio 23 signed on. for one thing, RPN eventually lost the airing rights for "buffy the 
vampire slayer" to 23, which also aired the "buffy" spin-off, "angel". 


for a short while in the '90s, manilyn reynes became one of RPN's main stars...'yung bansag 
sa kanya noong "the star of the new decade", i believe it was on RPN where i first heard 
that--especially when they promoted manilyn's short-lived musical-variety show "manilyn 
live!"...and german moreno's "young love, sweet love" (whose title was eventually 
shortened to just "young love"), which was originally a vehicle for all his "wards" from 
GMA's "that's entertainment", later had manilyn as the lead actress in every episode-- 
kumbaga, naging parang drama anthology niya (without having her name in the show's 
title). 


4. "The World Tonight" made its debut in the 1960's and its name was derived from a foreign 
broadcasting network's news prgram titled "The World Today". It first aired on CBN-9 then 
later jumped ABS-3. | skipped some parts but I'm guessing it was discontinued following the 
implementation of Martial Law (Hard to rely on Wiki these days). it resurfaced again as ABS- 
CBN's late night news program and eventually jumping once again to another channel, this 
time on cable: ANC. 


5. Hal Bowie I'm guessing was the first anchor of The World Tonight (Source: Wiki). Back 
then, ABS doesn't have the capability just yet to do news gathering of its own. The format of 
their news programs are as simple as having to read the news from a newspaper. ABS also 
found it hard to secure advertisers. they had one, Caltex, but had to back out because of the 
Chronicle being "political". 


6. Even before, the news division was plagued with technical errors, bloopers and unwanted 
attention. Examples are: 1)Wrong footage was shown while the anchor was delivering a 
rather different story, 2)Again, | can't recall though if this is Hal Bowie pero nakasulat doon 
that the anchor was a heavy smoker. The smoking took its toll while he was doing a live 
show, he coughed and cough some more until he had to stop from what he was doing 
because of his coughing. The program took a good 10 minutes or so before it cut to a 
commercial break. The good thing: He stopped smoking since. 


7. It was Geny Lopez's dream of setting up a 24/7 all-news station. Before ANC, there was 
Radyo Reloj but it was an immense failure because most stations at the time were a mixture 
of sorts: Entertainments, news, and both. The establishment of ANC (initially Sarimanok 


News Network) was the realization of that dream. @ 


8. The Big News and The World Tonight was described in the book as not just "rivals" but 
also "professional friends" (Need to recheck that detail soon.) 


dalawang "H" ang naging unang anchor ng original na "the world tonight" in 1966: hal 
bowie and henry halasan. but halasan would eventually anchor the newscast solo because 
bowie was, by then, getting much older, and chose to concentrate on special reports. 


it was also henry halasan who suddenly lost his voice on the air as a complication of his 
smoking habit. 


true enough, with ABS' closure in '72 (because of martial law), the newscast temporarily 
went off the air. but, as i read in some newspapers during that period, when romeo jalosjos 
(the same romeo jalosjos who became congressman, and is now a "muntinlupa resident") 
brought some "orphaned" ABS-CBN shows to the old RBS-7 as a blocktimer (and with geny 


lopez's permission), the newscast somehow "resurfaced" (sort of) as "the world today", 
produced by jalosjos' company (philippine production center, inc.), and also with halasan as 
anchorman. channel 7 continued airing "the world today" for a few days after the rebranding 
to GMA radio-television ARTS in august '74. it finally went off the air when they put up their 
own station-produced newscasts (back then, they did three during the evening hours: the 
30-minute "GMA evening report" at 6pm, a 15-minute "GMA news roundup" at 9pm, and a 
5-minute "GMA news digest" at 11pm).

yes, that was late december in 1973 when it happened. 


on new year's eve that year, to be exact, PPCI ran an ad on the daily express (the marcos 
crony-owned newspaper) promoting a holiday telethon called "operations: bigayan" on IBC 
13 (then owned by henry canoy and RMN...it would be sold to roberto benedicto--the same 
crony who owned the daily express--a little less than 2 years later), which partly served as a 
vehicle to announce the transfer of the PPCI-produced/former ABS-CBN shows from RBS-7 
some of the former ABS-CBN-turned-PPCI talents like nida blanca, dolphy, tina revilla and 
ariel ureta were there. 


meanwhile, on that same paper that very same day, RBS-7 also ran an ad with the tagline, 
"1974: the action year!", promoting its new and continuing shows on the channel. of course, 
in the middle of that then-upcoming year ('74), a new management team took over and 
rebranded the network. 


interesting note: PPCI produced its local programming out of the then-inactive ABC-5 
studios (the network had three) in makati. this was because RBS (its first "home network") 
did not have enough studios to support that many local productions. also, the shows were 
"demoted" to black and white from being all-color (on ABS-CBN), because channel 7 was 
not able to air in color until 1974--they were the last out of the pre-martial law networks to 
do so.

For the past 15 years or so, the 6:30 slot have been identified with the airing of primetime 
newscasts for both the two networks [ABS and GMA] and I believe there were past attempts 
of moving these types of programs in an early time slot or even later but ends up going 
back to just 6:30. 


Last time, TV Patrol aired 30 minutes earlier at 69m back in 05 but retreated back to 6:30.

The networks are not very consistent on airing "coming up next" crawlers after they 
abandoned doing voice over announcements.

Studio 23 and QTV so far still do this (23 abandoned doing VO's during the closing credits of 
its programs since 2006/07) but not all the time.

knew it--would, among other things, make a household name out of TV "late-bloomer" mike 
enriquez (who by then already had some 20 years or so of radio experience under his belt 
before he crossed over to TV)? 


TAPE bossman tony tuviera, if i remember right, was the first director of 
"saksi"...incidentally, at the time the newscast went on the air (october 1995), TAPE- 
produced programs "eat bulaga" and "valiente" had just been on GMA for about 10 
months..."mr. t" would also serve as creative consultant for another GMA news-produced 
program, "brigada siete" (which EB co-host tito sotto started hosting after louie beltran 
died)... 


if there's one thing that i wished the original "saksi" didn't start doing, though? 'yun 'yung 
pagpapatugtog ng theme music ng newscast in the background during almost the entire

some TV news memories, randomly: 


- not too long before former actress precious hipolito(-castelo) joined IBC news, the 
network had two more movie stars in their on-cam team: snooky serna (who was credited 
there by her full married name: snooky serna-go [go being the real-life last name of ex- 
hubby ricardo cepeda]) and current pagsanjan, laguna mayor e.r. ejercito a.k.a. george 
estregan, jr. (he used the latter name during his IBC stint)...serna would also host another 
IBC show called "travel and trade", while ejercito would eventually jump into the political 
bandwagon (it runs in the family nga naman). 


- ABS-CBN's bernadette sembrano and TV5's amelyn veloso actually started their TV careers 
as co-anchors in an IBC newscast called "CTN midnite"...i don't know what the heck "CTN" 
meant, but, as shown by the second word in the title, the newscast was aired at the ungodly 
12:00mn timeslot, right after the VTV block (and therefore, later than all the other late- 
night newscasts at that time). kasama rin nila doon as third anchor si alice noel (who would 
later leave IBC for ABS-CBN/ANC). 


- professor randy david also tried his hand briefly at being a news anchor--siya 'yung kauna- 
unahang anchor ng "balitang-balita" on ABC (when the network came back on the air in 
1992), alongside chichi fajardo(-robles). it was on ABC where his "public forum" talk show 
(from IBC) was revived (but it would later move to GMA as "public life"). prof. david would 
later be succeeded by tg kintanar on the said ABC newscast. 


- three personalities closely-identified with sports and/or sports TV who briefly did some 
time as news anchors but never continued it after: noli eala (IBC, "express balita" and

Originally at 6:30 pm every Saturday, ;ater transferred to 8:15 pm and later at 10 pm (its 
current slot, right after Kapuso Mo, Jessica Soho) 


I do remember KMJS on Sunday nights. Then transferred to Saturday. For me, it's better na 
nasa Saturday nights siya than on Sundays.

this one was actually a classic coke commercial featuring lilet singing the tagalog version of 
"tomorrow's people" ("i am the future of the world/i am the hope of my nation..."), which 
she also sang in an earlier philippine adaptation of a worldwide ad campaign for the same 
softdrink brand back in '86... 


according to one comment on the clip, the tagalog version of "tomorrow's people" was aired 
in 1991, five years after lilet sang the original english version...

I remember Sundays becoming a must-watch back in 2004 when SCQ Reload moved to the 
3pm timeslot and became a weekly one-hour show. It stayed there until its silent 
cancellation brought by different factors. 


IMHO, no show since the days of TGIS, Growing Up, Gimik and G-Mik made the kind of 
impact the same way these 90's teen soaps did. 


TGIS and Gimik even spun-off into movies and now, it's a rarity to for a show to do that.

again, i think it all goes back to how those mexican soaps (led by the thalia shows) and 
asian series (especially the korean ones) became big hits sa mga pinoy--these soaps, as a 
lot of us would know very well by now, had very quick storylines. and, like i also said before, 
unlike back in the '70s and '80s, and maybe into the early '90s din, today's generation of 
viewers seem to have very short attention spans--ang gusto, lahat mabilis. 


those, i believe, have been key factors in how local soap operas have been written and 
produced on both GMA and ABS since the late '90s and early 2000s. it's not necessarily just 
because "tinatamad na" ang mga production people (although that may be a factor too--but 
we'll never know, we're not "insiders" anyway). 


also, madalas, dahil na nga rin siguro sa "pataasan" ng "big two [networks]", nagiging 
"quantity over quality" ang labanan--production value or aesthetics sometimes becomes a 
bigger value over the story itself. 


here's a thought: "anna liza" and "flordeluna", the two biggest soaps of the '80s, were shot 
mostly just in their respective networks' studios (for one thing, GMA, where "anna liza" was 
aired, had only two small studios at that time--both of which are still in use today), hindi 
katulad ngayong laging "on location". 


“Kung iisipin din, ang mga Pinoy soaps lang ata ang tanging gumagawa ng on-location 
shoots at di na masyado sa mga studios kumpara sa ibang bansa na hanggang ngayon ay 
doon sila nagtetaping 90% at the time.

Back to the topic of our own soaps: production values may have improved, the duration of 
soaps have been trimmed to a minimum of 13 weeks and the pacing has become somewhat 
faster compared to the soaps of old, what the soaps suffer nowadays is the lack of good, 
believable, and refreshing storylines and the way how they are told to the audience. 


What we get is the same-old-same-old. Even the remakes cannot make up with what the 
networks are showing us: horrible actors with pretty faces but has no substance, inability to 
give justice to the source material, and in reference to foreign TV shows that were remade 
into localized soaps is the writers' constant need to give them a "Pinoy touch", which other 
than the concept of close-knit family, show us practically the same thing as other soaps.

I remember the first 3 ETV shows of ABS: Hiraya, Bayani and Sineskwela underwent 3 logo 
changes (The third being used for program promos only). 


Noticeable, most long-running local shows in ABS that time also had at least 2 logo changes 
with at least one of them used only for commercial breaks. 


I remember Home Along Da Riles used its second logo throughout most of its run despite 
having a third logo update already. Sineskwela and Bayani had awesome looking graphics 
on their respective logos (the former still sports its mid-1990's version of the logo to this 
day). 


since we are already talking about logos. only abs-cbn haven't changed their logo since its 
relaunch after the people power 1. though their logo underwent minor changes such as the 
placement of the words "abs" and "cbn". other tv stations did change their logos throughout 
the years such as gma..from the gma radio-tv arts to the rainbow logo to the kapuso logo.

Together Now with Christopher de Leon and Pops Fernandez. Medyo gulat ako noon nga na 
comedy veteran rin pala si Boyet upon learning he, Johnny, Al Tantay and Edgar were part 
of an earlier comedy program (Goin' Bananas). 


One episode I was particualrly fond of from that show was its "crossover" episode with 
Arriba Arriba's Edgar Mortiz and Sndy Ondolong as their respective characters still looking 
for Jolina Magdangal's character. 


Before All Together Now, he was also part of the ensemble cast of Kay Tagal Kitang Hinintay, 
during the second half of the show's run as Yuri's mentor/tatay-tatayan. This is also the first 
and maybe only time that I watched Angel Locsin in possibly her only "normal" role post- 
Click and during her early days in the fanatserye/telefantasya genre (Mulawin and Love-to- 
Love). 


Johnny and Al Tantay would reunite in Maryo J. Delos Reyes' Mga Anghel na Walang Langit 
albeit they don't share that much scenes together throughout much of the show's year-long 
run. Al's character plays doting widower-father to then showbiz newcomer Erich Gonzales. 
His storyline includes having to face the fact that his daughter became pregnant no thanks 
to Edison (Angelo Ilagan), and becoming involved and eventually tied the knot with Marissa 
Delgado's character who illegally "bought" Gigi (Sharlene San Pedro's first major role) from 
Sylvia Sanchez who plays maniac wife to Mang Domeng (Johnny Delgado).

how about that? philippine TV's first soap opera (the first soap opera, period, is still "gulong 
ng palad", which was not adapted for TV until the mid-'70s) was actually what we now call a 
"telefantasya" or "fantaserye"--or, in a stricter sense, a horror series. 


ABS-CBN was not yet using videotape for all its local productions at that time (1963--the 
network started using tapes in 1964), so this was done live every night. 


as i also read from the "kapitan" book, the entire show was shot only within the ABS 
building (at that time, it was in roxas boulevard), sometimes extending into the office area, 
dahil tatlo lang ang studio nila doon, which were not as big as what ABS has now in their 
current digs. 


"hiwaga sa bahay na bato", as well as the other soaps that immediately succeeded it (such 
as "pag-ibig o karangalan" and "larawan ng pag-ibig" [which starred a young vilma santos]), 
also served as ABS-CBN/channel 3's counter-programming back then to an MBC (channel 
11) variety show called "the big show", starring stage veterans sylvia la torre, oscar 
obligacion and cris de vera, which was then the leading early-evening program--take note 
that newscasts weren't scheduled during the 6:00 hour at that time. the soaps and "the big 
show" were neck-and-neck ratings-wise, until ABS finally decided to pirate sylvia la torre 
and oscar obligacion from MBC to give them their own variety show on channel 3-- "oras ng 
ligaya" (originally entitled "da' best show"). the channel 3 soaps were then transferred to 
the early afternoon slot (where a lot of soaps are still scheduled on to this day), and ABS 
started to win over MBC consistently on the early-evening time slot--and in turn, provided 
them a better lead-in to the primetime hours.

Adding to that, as I have also read from the Kapitan book:

Adding to what sirloin_steak said, soaps were retreated to the early afternoon timeslot 
where they flourished as Philippine TV entered the 1960's. 


It was not until ten years later (the 70's) where the next batch of dramas, led by 
Flordeluna, facilitated a return of the genre on early primetime. 


Eventually, TV soaps in the years that followed became a multimillion-peso industry, have 
comprised a majority of the top networks' primetime slate and still continue to rate well 
when placed on weekday afternoons as well as being on weekly installments. 


For the the past decade, we've seen varied developments on Philippine soaps: 


1. ABS semi-retired from producing daytime dramas between 2004 to 2007 (with Maid in 
Heaven being the last one made) but placed several soaps on the 5:30-6:30 timeslots (Calla 
Lily, Sineserye, and now Katorse). It was until a few years ago did they made a comeback 
with "Prinsesa ng Banyera", followed by several more soaps (Ligaw na Bulaklak, Pieta, 


Kambal sa Uma, Nagsimula sa Puso and the anthology series Precious Hearts Romances). 

2. GMA began to rely less on TAPE Inc-produced shows as soaps produced in-house started 
to dot the afternoon landscape (Now and Forever, Sinenovela, Muli, Princess Charming, etc). 
They also made a return to the traditional 69m drama slot with "Ikaw Sana" this year. 
However, one non-GMA afternoon soap continue to air, Daisy Siete which has already 
reached past the 20-season mark (in a period of 6 years). 

3. Proliferation of remakes/adaptations of past radio/TV dramas and movies. 


4. Popularity of fantasy-themed soaps coinciding with further advances in technologies. 


5. A return of self-contained 4-5 month old daily soaps since the days of "Hiwaga..."

In order to use airtime for the coverage, several shows were forced to 
shorten their openings credits while others decided to cut short of their closings which used 
to be more than a minute long to as short as 30 seconds. 


Eventually, the squeezed credits became standard network practice by the later 1990's 
(starting with NBC).

color transmission "vintacolor", apparently, inspired by the different colors on a vinta's sail.

TAGLISH: A 'LANGUAGE' THAT'S NEITHER HERE NOR THERE 


MANILA, August 19, 2004 (STAR) STARBYTES By Butch Francisco - Ana Marie Pamintuan’s 
Sketches column last week regarding the deterioration of the use of the English language in 
this country inspired me to do this piece and prompted me to find out if local television 
should also take the blame for the emergence of this new "language" that's neither here nor 
there: Taglish. 


In the 1960s, people in front of the camera spoke either straight Tagalog or straight English. 
Among the English-speaking television hosts then were June Keithley of Lollipop Party, Pete 
Roa and Boots Anson in Dance-O-Rama, Baby O’Brien in The Baby O’Brien Show, Jimmy 
Melendrez and Fides Santos Cuyugan Asensio (when they were not singing) in Sunday, 
Sweet Sunday, Elvira Manahan and Eddie Mercado in Two for the Road, Joey Lardizabal in 
The Morning Show and, of course, Bob Stewart who was then all over Channel 7. 


Tasked to do their hosting in the national language were Patsy and Lopito in Tawag ng 
Tanghalan and Pepe Pimentel and Dely Magpayo in Hamon sa Kampeon. 


| do not know about Patsy and Lopito (I never got to meet them), but Pepe Pimentel and 
Dely Magpayo also have a good command of the King’s Language. Mr. Pimentel, however, 
only had the chance to speak English every time he had to host beauty pageants like the 
Miss Asia Quest, but never in Hamon sa Kampeon or in his other program, Kuwarta O Kahon. 
(Pepe Pimentel, incidentally, also speaks elegant Spanish, which his family spoke in their old 
San Juan home). 


Back then, viewers who had pretensions of having "class" would not be caught watching 
Dely Magpayo in Hamon sa Kampeon. The convent-bred in those days (when not glued to 
canned American programs) watched and listened only to Leila Benitez, who spoke perfect 
English. 


Those who watched television programs conducted in the vernacular belonged to the bakya 
crowd (coined to described moviegoers in the lower class because they mostly went to see 
Tagalog pictures in downtown theaters wearing wooden shoes or bakya). The term baduy 
was not even in use then. 


The only time English and Tagalog were mixed - but never in the same sentence - were in 
those noontime shows. 


In Magandang Tanghali, main host Pancho Magalona delivered most of his spiels in English 
because he is from the South and was not really all that proficient in Tagalog. (Amazingly, he 
managed to excel as an actor in Tagalog pictures.) But the other mainstays of the program 
were Teroy de Guzman, Cachupoy and Babalu and these comedians were more comfortable 
speaking in the local tongue. 


When ABS-CBN, however, later launched Stop, Look & Listen, the scenario became like the 
Tower of Babel with some of the hosts speaking in English (Tina Revilla, Jay Ilagan, etc.) and 
the rest in Tagalog (Nova Villa, Carina Afable, etc.). 


When 12 O'clock High replaced Stop, Look & Listen in 1972, the noontime slot of ABS-CBN 
geared more toward the middle to upper middle class because the hosts, Tina Revilla, Ariel 
Ureta and Marilen Martinez, conversed mostly in English. It was only Ariel, in fact, who would 
sporadically break into Filipino, especially when he was cracking jokes on air. 


Actually, | would like to think it was Ariel who introduced Taglish on local television (or was 
at least among the pioneers). 


Then, Martial Law was declared and the late President Ferdinand Marcos created the so- 
called New Society, which eventually became Bagong Lipunan when the medium of 
communication tried to shift from English to Filipino. 


In school, some subjects were taught in Filipino. Social Studies became Araling Panlipunan, 
for instance. 


On television, there was the New Society program Pulong-pulong sa Kaunlaran, which was 
aired in all networks and conducted in straight Filipino by anchorman Gerry Geronimo. 


Strangely enough, the government-controlled station Channel 9 didn't broadcast its new 
program, Newswatch (with Harry Gasser) in Filipino (although at some time - and this was 
much later - there was a Newswatch in Filipino edition). 


Ariel Ureta's career, however, survived Martial Law. At that point, in fact, he was the Number 
One star on television and later, even in the movies (he made a couple of blockbuster hits). 
He popularized the term "Ang gleng-gleng," which was picked up by a lot of young TV 
viewers. 


In Noontime Matinee on Channel 7, here's a sample of his repartee with Tina Revilla and 
guest co-host June Keithley: 


Ariel: O, Tina, you look so ganda today. 

Tina: I’m not really feeling well today. | feel sick. (Jokingly) Sick and tired of Ariel. 
June: In that case, it's me and Ariel na lang who will do the show. You go away na. 
Ariel: But even if she's may sakit, “no, she's ganda pa din, di ba? 


June: Sayang. You didn’t see her in the fashion show in Malacanang last night. Tina was 
modeling and the other models made apak-apak on her cape. 


This was in early 1973. Back then, Taglish was already alive and well on local TV.

The program started at Cory Aquino's Administration in 1986 as Probe tapos lumipat sa 
GMA-7 and named The Probe Team from Cory to Konting Gloria and moved to ABC-5 in 
2003, the show named added "Documentaries" to the title, and moved to the last station, 
again sa ABS-CBN, Probe, tapos naging Probe Profiles (parang Biography program) until it 
ended. 


In speaking of Probe, I've seen their last episode on GMA, wherein they showed the history 
of the show. FACT: It was in this show where "the advanced graphics" were started, 
courtesy of Maria Ressa, and it became an inspiration to many shows in the land. Even the 
"more stories, less videos rule" was first implemented here. 


More of those about Probe are in the official PROBE website, PROBEtv.com entitled "Ang 
Aming Kwento". It's a two-part episode by the way.

Citynet 27, the former UHF channel of GMA7 during the early 90s. Kasabayan ito ng the 
former Studio 23. 


The channel usually signed on in the afternoon, then like other channels, signed off in the 
evening. Dito nilipat ng GMA yung mga dati nilang American comedies and dramas na 
pinapalabas nila from the 70s to the early 90s, ie, The Wonder Years, Knots Landing, and 
even 21 Jump Street (starring a very young Johnny Depp). 


And they also had their own late night English newscasts, ala The World Tonight. 


But one of my fondest memories of the channel is that they were the first UHF Channel to 
broadcast the NBA games live. They would sign on around 10am, air the games until 12 
noon or ipm, sign off, then sign on again at 4pm. May contest pa nga sila, where winners 
can fly to the US to watch the games live. Kailangan lang sagutan yung questions sa coupon 
na nasa newspaper. May commercial pa nga nun featuring Vanna Vanna (yung kumanta ng 
"He Loves Me"). 


And if my memory serves me right, ang nag-anchor yata ng NBA games were Bill Velasco 
(their in house sportscaster) and Mymy Davao (kapatid ata ni Ricky Davao). 


Then after a couple of years, they were forced to switched to an MTV type channel, then 
eventually the Philippine franchiser of Channel V (sino pa nakaka-kilala dito kay Joey 
Mead?), then eventually, nagsara na lang. 


Sayang lang at hindi sila naka-sabay sa competition, especially Studio 23, lalo na't 
dumarami na mga UHF channel that time (SBN 21, RJTV 29, etc). 


P.S. I hope there won't be any comments of network-war-related stuff about this post just 
because I mentioned GMA. Peace

This was how Martial Law television was like back then. Imagine showing Batman at 
6:30PM, which today, is considered the most primetime (expensive) hour in PHL television. 


Then you have public service programs like Damayan (starring Rosa Rosal) and Kapwa Ko, 
Mahal Ko (Orly Mercado) shown at 6PM. 


Too bad the next page wasn't included in the scanned photo. We could have seen the shows 
aired during the evening slot. The news was normally at 7PM (Newswatch, News at 7, IBC 
Balita, etc) with familiar faces like Bong Lapira, Tina Monzon-Palma, Harry Gasser, Frankie 
Evangelista, Lee Andres, Raffy Pedroche and Frankie Abao, Jr. as the personalities. Loren 
Legarda, Thelma Aranda, Ninez Cacho-Olivares, etc. came in much after to backstop Gasser 
at Newswatch. 


Canned foreign programs were normally aired on GMA and RPN after the newscast. IBC 
aired old Filipino movies (Piling Piling Pelikula) or drama programs while BBC also had its 
share of Filipino telenovelas. MBS-4, the government network, aired the PBA games. 


At 10:30PM, the news was back on air, at least for GMA and RPN. By 12MN, the stations 
went off the air. 


Actually, IBC-13's evening newscast was titled "Newsday," which aired from 1975 to 1986. 
Following its cancellation, "Newsday" was replaced by "Balita sa IBC." 


Meanwhile, we could say in the end that GMA had the monopoly of acquiring American TV 
shows for its line-up. 


TRIVIA: According to that TV Times issue, GMA aired a 5-minute game show called "Lucky 
Break," sponsored by Philip Morris Menthols. It aired Mondays-Fridays at 7:25-7:30 p.m. 


Not really monopoly, but yes, they did acquire the best TV shows from the 3 major networks 
in the USA back then (CBS, NBC, ABC). But the other networks had their own, notably RPN 
9 which had "Six Million Dollar Man," "The Gemini Man," "The Bionic Woman," "Happy 
Days," "Diff'rent Strokes," "Fantasy Island," "The Waltons," "Dallas," "Hawaii Five-O," 
"Wonder Woman," etc. 


IBC also had "Man From Atlantis" starring Patrick Duffy, although they showed more Filipino 


movies back then (Piling Piling Pelikula). BBC 2 had several local shows like Manila Files, Prrt 
Foul, Ang Makulay Na Daigdig Ni Nora, among others... 


So, at least, there was fair competition on the acquiring and airing of American TV shows. 
IBC-13's excessive emphasis on Pinoy TV shows and movies must be the reason why it 
adopted the slogan "BPT: Basta Pinoy sa Trese," which was their last relevant slogan prior to 
the infamous sequesteration. 


Speaking of BBC-2, I read from a June 14, 1984 issue of Movie Flash Magazine's TV 
Connection section (by BCMatignas) that despite frantic efforts to improve programming, 
BBC-2, by then called "City 2," was a poor performer, because the signal quality was a 
problem. According to televiewers being interviewed by the author, they can only receive 
City 2 from a bit-clear signal in Pasay, while those residing in Alabang, Muntinlupa, and 
Cavite complained that City 2 could totally not be received. This became the reason why 
"Okey Sha!" was cancelled, while Inday Badiday's programs were forced to move to IBC-13, 
since the latter has stronger signal. You may read more about this

morning anchor well for much of the '80s until the station's frequency [630khz] was given 
[or given back] to ABS-CBN), a short-lived mid-'70s noontime show called 
"magandang tanghali" (which ran against a revived "student canteen" on 
GMA...but no relation to the ABS-CBN noontime show of the same title hosted by 
pancho magalona) and a sitcom called "ayos lang, pare ko". 


Speaking of Magandang Tanghali (the RPN version), after it was cancelled sometime in 1977 
due to low ratings, the show was replaced by the transitional movie block By 
Popular Demand, which showed replays of some of your favorite Hollywood movies, and, 
later on that year, Return Engagement, a block which featured reruns of some TV 
specials, such as a Paul McCartney special where he sang Live and Let Die live with 
explosions (as remembered by a 1970's to 80's televiewer). I base these info from 1976-78 
TV Times issues which I saw early this year in a library. Seems like RPN-9 gave up by then 
on producing a noontime variety show for weekdays after enduring frustrations on low 
ratings of their previous noontime shows, until the zany trio of TVJ gave RPN-9 some 
glimmer of hope.

One of the many specials aired on IBC-13 during their status as a top-rating network was 
the delayed coverage of the Miss International 1979, starring Ms. Philippines Melanie 
Marquez, which was aired on December 7 (originally held in Tokyo on November 12 of that 
year). Imagine how TV specials from abroad were so late to come into our small screens 


T.O.D.A.S. didn't have Tito and Vic Sotto in the roster. It only had Joey De Leon among the 
trio. But JDL had Val Sotto, the eldest brother of Tito and Vic, in the lineup, alongside 
Spanky Rigor.

It was a public 
affairs show which tackled about the latest updates on DBP's latest offerings, as well as 
concerns and feedback from DBP customers/clients. I don't know who hosted this show, but 
anyway, it was sponsored by... of course, the government-owned bank, and was aired 
between 1982 and '83, every Saturday night on RPN-9 (9:30 p.m. to be exact, according to 
TV Times magazine issues released during the time).
